After April 1, 1901, gach postmaster shall inform 
the renters of lock boxes-and drawers at his post office that all except regular manufacturers of post- 
office furniture and fixtures are enjoined from making or causing to be made any key or appliance 
by the use of which any lock box or drawer in a post office may be unlocked or opened; and the 
several prohibitions of this order shall each constitute a condition to the renting and continued use 


of lock boxes and drawers, to which all applicants must agree when renting or rerenting a lock box 
or drawer.

am somewhat mystified as to this trip west he is taking, unless it be 
an official one. In the latter case I cannot understand why Charlie 
Kee should be “there or thereabouts." 

I am inclined to believe that the information given me 
by Wong Kee is correct and that Charlie Kee is not living in Cleveland. 
Although it would be very easy for him, or any other Chinaman, to keep 
under cover in this town, I think it quite likely that I would hear if 
he was stopping here. Certainly, if he was posing as “Supervising 
Chinese Interpreter" it would come to me quickly through certain Chie 
nese that I know who do not belong to the Wong Kee crowd. 

; Notwithstanding the foregoing, I will keep a lookout, and 
4f I discover any material fact bearing directly upon this subject I 
will communicate it to you. Otherwise I will discontinue this core

If not inconsistent, Chief, it would gratify my . 


natural curiosity to know definitely whether Greenhalge has been 


restored to duty as an officer of the Immigration Service and the 
nature of his work and official station, From time to time I 
hear of his having flitted to Cleveland for a few hours and I always 
wonder why, I have not seen him personally for over a year. We 
met several times Something over a year ago. I heard that he was 
doing "political work at that time for people high in the present

My dear Chief: 


IT did not mail the letter I wrote you this morning 


thinking that the noon mail might bring one from you in answer to 
mine of July 2nd, which it did, and I am very much interested in 
the information you — appears that my disposition to 
couple Charlie Kee and Hreenkalge pas not a very great miss. I can 
better understand the moves of this pair now that I know G, is no 
longer an officer of our service. I can ‘also believe that our 
erstwhile confidential Chinese officer might Becht more profitable 
to openate in some territory over which the writer has no immediate 
jurisdiction or interest, for the reason that he knows that I know 
him like a book, a lot of his history, and that while I might like 
him personally I would singe him if I ever caught him with the goods 
on-=1@e doing anything that was a violation of the laws that could 
be traced to him and stick, I do not say that: Greenhalge might not 
do some nice jobs of work right cre about Cleveland and me not a, 
onto it, in view of the fact that I have no Chinese interpreter for 
an assistant to mingle with the Orientals and hear their talk and 
gossip, which is the only way a white man can keep in touch with 
these pespie. G. knows the lakes and its inlets and outlets and 
bayous, as he does other waters. The records of the Bureau will 
show that he was given a pilot's license for these waters and the 
approved charts for mariners to aid him with the little craft which 
the Bureau placed at his disposal for the purpose of breaking up 


ate 


smuggling. It follows that what he knew and learned in those days 


in behalf of the Government would be xtixyponutut very useful to him ~ 
if he decided to be a smuggler, and take “the other end" of it, which 


I have suspected him of doing for some time. For this very reason I 
have tried to keep my ear to the ties and listen for a noise that 
sounded like him hereabouts. If he has done any crooked work here 
I have not discovered it,--Z mean in the smuggling .line, But I 
believe that if he dug any money out of local Chinese under the 
guise of Supervising Chinese Inspector » With Charlie Kee acting the 
old role of his “Good man Friday", I would have a fair chance of | 
hearing of it in time. My experience with Chinaman in Hawaii taught 
me much in the way of dealing with them and I have managed to get 
the good will of a majority of those hereabouts, and the confidence 
of a few. All of them are not in harmony, so that I occasionally 
hear their "knocks", Naturally, Chief, I have refrained from 
discussing Chinese matters with the Bureau in view of the fact that 
Col. Marrow has charge of this district and I have a great deal of 
reapect and liking for the old gentleman and would not for the world 
overstep any lines which are his. I have always felt that when any. 
information about Chinese matters was required of me it would be 
asked. I hardly feel as though I should volunteer more than. asked 
under the circumstances. I do not think that my conversation with 
Wong Kee, Greenhalge's closest Chinese friend here, will excite the 
letter's suspicion. To Wong Kee I indicated my interest in G. and 
Charlie Kee to be on the ground of our old friendship and the desire 
I would have to eat a Chinese dinner with them or fraternize with 
them for old times' sake. I am sure Wong Kee takes it that way, and 
he seemed’ very sorry that their stop in Cleveland was so hurried that 


I could not have had the opportunity to meet then. It was promised 
that they would let me know next time either G. or Charlie came ‘back 
this way. Meanwhile I shall try and watch for any signs of their 
return. It would seem, however, from the information I obtained 
that they have planned an extensive trip ina if their campaign is 
one of graft and extortion that they will be gone for some time, tI 


think that perhaps the published report that expert interpreters or 


officers of our service would soon go about and personally examine 
our Chinese interpreters to ascertain their efficiency might afford 
a good excuse for just such an expedition as these two are now mak-~- 
ing. It would be the simplest thing in the world for an ex-Chinese 
Inspector and Interpreter to go where Chinaman are and make them pew 
lieve they were still bona fide officers. I believe there are many 
Chinamen throusheut the country .who are without proper papers, into 
whom a great scare could be shot by such a brace of pretended em- 
ployees and it seems likely that such Chinamen would "dig" if prom-. 
ised immunity from arrest and trouble. Chinamen cannot keep track 
of who has been discharged from the service. Indeed » I can't myself. 
on the whole, therefore, it seems to me that if G. and Charlie Kee 
are out for a little "easy money® by being dishonest they will get 
its and perhaps they are not particular about the kind of money a 
use. Pardon me for writing so much. The subject is one upon which 
I feel that much can be said. Thanking you for your kind letter and

At the time the enforcement of the Chinese exclusion 
laws was transferred to this Bureau, June 8, 1900, the lést of 
officers transferred hither ineoluded Oscar Greenhalgh, who had 
been appointed a Chinese Inspector by Secretary Gage shortly 
’ after he assumed office in 1897. This officer-was covered into 
the classified civil servéce by the President's order of May , 
19, 1899 and has ccntinuously filled the office of Chinese In- 
spector with compensation at the rate of $8 per diem and OXPENSES « 

From the time of his transfer to this Eureau until 
july 16; 1902, Inspector Greenhalgh was engaged in secret work 
connected with the enforcement of the Chinese exclusion laws, 
with the exeeption of .two months--November and December, 1901-- 
when he was detailed to investigate conditions at the Ellis 
Island immigrant station. 

Since July 17, 1902, this officer has been assigned 
to special duty under direction of the Commissioner of Immirfra- 
tion at New York, but the work allotted to him has been completed. 

As this Bureau has no further need for the services 

in special work 
of this inspector, I have the honor to report that fact for 
such action as may be deemed proper.

I have the honor to enclose nerewith a communication address- 
ed to the Honorable Secretary of the Treasury, niente by es. 8. 
Chew, formerly Chinese interpreter in the service of the Depart- 
ment containing charges against B. F. Garland and Charles Kee, 
employed by your Bureau. The affidavits which accompany the 
charges and upon which they are based were secured by Mr. Chew 
and submitted to me with a full statement of what he had discov- 
ered in regard to the investigation referred to. ‘The charges 
were of so serious a character that at my direction he formulat- 
ed them and ‘handed them to me for the purpose of having them for- 
warded to you, | : 

In regard to the investigation of this interpreter, which re- 
sulted in his removal from-the service of the Government, there 
were so many aacaiiiiaaiei at the time, which are fully borne out 
by subsequent developments, indicating that this investigation 


was, as charged by Mr. Chew, for the purpose of securing his reé- 
moval, and not for the purpose of testing his integrity, that I 


feel warranted in attaching more than ordinary importance to 


these charges and in transmitting them with a statement over my 


own Signature in regard to these matters. 


— 
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Most of the enclosed affidavits show that Government wit- 


nesses who had been secured by Chew to testify in the pending 
Chinese cases were approached by one Ng Chie Hing, otherwise and 
better known as Ah Lou, with offers of from $10.00 to $20.00 if 
they would sign an affidavit to the effect that Chew had demand- 
ed of them a portion of their witness fees. In these transac- 
tions it was fully understood at the time that Ah Lou represent- 
ed Charlie Kee and Dr. Moy. It is also well known that since t he 
removal of S. C. Chew and the asad ghinerit of Dr. Moy to New York 
Ah Lou has been the representative and agent of both Dr. Moy and 
Charlie Kee. I feel assured that both Ottis and Charlie Kee se- 
cured a promise from yourself that the investigation should be 
secret and that the names of the Chinese who made affidavits 
should not be known by misleading and false representations to 
you. I am more than ever convinced of that from the fact that 
when I was informed by United States Attorney George B. Curtiss 
in March of last year that the Department's investigation of S. 
C. Chew had developed the fact that he was so flagrantly crooked 
‘that I, as the officer in charge of that district, should have 
discovered it,'and acting upon this information, requested a °* 
copy of the charges, I was told that no formal charges had been 
preferred against the interpreter. I do not believe that such 


a statement as this would have been made to Mr. Curtiss, and that 
IT would have been denied the opportunity to see in what respect

I had been derelict in my.duties, as charged, except under an

absolute promise on the part of yourself that none of the facts 


brought out in this sorcalled investigation of Mr. Chew should 
be made known to me or any other officer through whom the names 
of the signers of these per jured affidavits might possibly be 
made known. There would seem to be no other reasonable explana- 
tion or the refusal of the Department to allow an officer in 
charge of a district to know what had been developed in an in- 
vestigation of one of the subordinates in his office. 

In this connection vous ehtéation is invited to the attached 
copies of the correspondence between myself and the Bureau in 
March, 1901. 

I desire to state also that a number of witnesses who had 
been.offered money by Ah Lou, representing Charlie Kee and Dr. 
Moy, came to my office and reported the facts to me through a 
then interpreter, S. C. Chew. You will observe that while most 
of the affidavits accompanying the charges of Mr. Chew are hear- 
say as regards Charlie Kee and Dr. Moy, they are: still competent

As bearing upon the desire of Charlie Kee to get Chew out, of 
the service, I desire also to invite the attention of the Bureau 
to the fact that there has been much evidence to show that Char- 


lie Kee was personally and actively interested in the forty-six 


Chinese who were tried during the months of April and May, 1901, 


~6- 

at Ogdensbure, New York. Jf was informed by Chinese Inspector 
Ketcham of Malone that some week or ten days before these Chi-. 
nese came into the United States a Chinaman came to Malone for 
the purpose of employing Robert \i.- Moore as attorney in these 
cases. This Chinese agent refused to pay the usual fee required 


by Mr. Moore in these cases upon the ground that Charlie Kee was 


interested in them, and ‘that the Government would not be able, in 
consequence of that fact, to obtain any witnesses. lhioore refused 
to take the cases at any less than his regular fee, and the Chi- 
naman: said that if Moore would not take them, he would give them 
to F. C. Smith of st. Albans. That occurred before they came in- 
to the country for arrest. As a.matter of fact, F. C. Smith was 
their counsel. “At about this same time a Chinman came to New. 
York and made a proposition to my interpreter, which he‘ immed- 
iately reported to me, offering him ;20.00 apiece in every case 
in which he failed to find wi teense for the Gavenieent.. Upon 
Chew's refusal to enter into this deal, this agent said that he 
would have his witnesses come from Boston instead of Néew York. 

AS I remarked above, this -occurrence was immediately veespted te 


me by Mr. Chew, and subsequently, when the Chinese were arrested 


and at their preliminary hearing, all of the witnesses did come 
from Boston. It is well-known here that at the time of the prep- 
aration of these witnesses they were all questioned and examined 


at Frank Shinn's place at #25 Harrison Ave., and that during this 


time Charlie Kee spent two days in Boston and, as usual, stopped 
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with Frank Shinn. 
It is also true that it was just at this time that Moy Shere 


Foo of this city was appointed an interpreter (it is believed 


‘ 


upon the recommendation of Charlie kee) and Mr. Hatch, who was 
then stationed at Boston, gave a number of these cases to Foo to 


hunt up evidence in. It is.also a fact that Foo was utterly un- 


able to find any witnesses competent to testify for the Governmen 


in these cases. When I reached Boston April 15th., 1901, I found 


that in not one of these forty-six cases had the Government suc- 
ceeded in securing any competent witnesses. I had full knowl- 


and went to Canton at the

next hearing, laid the facts before the United States Attorney 


edge of all the facts above stated, 


and the Commissioner, and succeeded in obtaining a three weeks 
adjournment of the cases, notwithstanding the fact that the at- 
corneas eens urging the discharge of the Chinese upon the ground 
that the Government had not been able to secure evidence. The 
Department is aware that out of the forty-six for ty-one were 
deported. : ‘ 

- ‘I a ve ceeeesie this case, not so much for the purpose of 
ad,itting it as a charge against Charlie Kee on account of the 


absence of satisfactory proof of the fact, but for the reason 


that it is unquestionably competent to show by such fairly well 
established facts as these a motive for securing the remeval of 
an interpreter not connected with the Moy family. 


I beg to invite your attention also to the enclosed affidav- 
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it of Leung Gett, waved Exhibit C, as regards the gambling of 
Moy Mow, or Charlie Kee, at #14 Mott St., New York. I do not 
submit this so much on.account of the gambling, because every 
Chinaman is a gambler by instinct, but for the reason that the 
sums involved seem extraordinarily large, considering his in- 
come and the claims of his families. This affidavit can be sup- 
ported by numerous other affidavits, if the Department desires 
to consider this char,e. 

In connection with the foregoing remark as to the families 


of the Interpreter Charlie Kee, I desire to state that since 


March 1901 he has, in addition to his Washington family, been 
living with a woman in New You: and is now living with her at 
#32 - 34 Division St. They have a few months old baby. This 
statement can be supported by oral proof or affidavits. 

To summarize briefly: it would appear from the fects. sup- 
ported by affidavits eresented herewith, that sid some reason 
of other, and it is not difficult to conjecture what the reason 


was, it was represented to you that the operations of the In- 


terpreter S. C. Chew were of such a cnaracter as to warrant his 


removal from the service. It would further appear that both, 


Ottis and Charlie Kee had secured a promise from you that the 


result of their investigation should be kept secret and no facts 
presented by them should be made known to me. This, in itself, 
would indicate that this attack upon my interpreter was premed- 


itated, that it was entered into for the sole purpose of getting

rid of hin, and that.a complete knowledge on the part of the 
two officers mentioned that they would not be able to sustain 


"bona fide" charges against the interpreter. Knowing this, it 


is equally apparent that this investigation was based and was 


expected from the beginning to be based upon fraudulent state- 
ments and perjured affidavits of such witnesses among the Chinese 
who could be induced either by the payment of money or the prom- 
ise of other reward to sign sucn affidavits. 

In view of. these facts, and with the belief that, they secured 
this promise from you under representations which were ahsolutely 
false, I have the honor to request that a full enquiry be made 
into the conduct of these officers at that time. 

I desire to say in this connection that in addition to the 
injustice wnich I feel has been done to the interpreter, I have 
‘a personal and immediate interest in this matter. It is not. 
possible for mé to lose sight of the statement nade by the Com- 
missioner-General to United States Attorney Curtiss that the 
_wrong-doing of my interpreter was so flagrant that I should’ have 
discovered it, and I feel that I have a iets wish. in view 
of these developments, to demand that a full enquiry be made in- 
to this investigation, for the reason that I am, even to that ex- 

tent, involved. 
In this connection, and as showing the lengths to which the 


smugglers of Chinese and those interested in their illegal entry 
into the United.States will go, I have the. honor to report for 


your information that at least three weeks before the transfers 
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ordered by your Bureau tn March of last year were mailed, it was 
generally said by the Chinese attorneys on the border, by repre-~ 
sentatives of the Canadian Pacific R. R., and by the local agent 
at Malone of the New York Central R. R., a connecting line, not 
only that such transfers were to be made, but what those trans- 
fers were. It has been said by one of the parties who claims 

to have been a member of a meeting held in New York, that he con- 
_ tributed a certain sum of money to secure these transfers. This 
statement has been made to me, and } believe to Assistant United 
States Attorney H. E. Owen of Plattsburg, New York. The man who 


made the statement was robert ii. Moore, the principal attorney 
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for the Chinese on the Northern New York border, and known to 


be ciosely connected witi the Canadian Pacific x. R. I mention 
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this to show to what extent these promoters and smugglers will 


go in order to arouse suspicion and destroy the harmony of the

In connection with the sorcalled investigation conducted by 
one B. F. Garland (otherwise known as W. H. Ottis) and Charles 
Kee (Charlie Mow or Moy Mow), secret officers. of the Treasury 
Department, conducted during January and February of last year, 


which resulted in-my removal from the service, I have the honor 


to submit the following charges: 


FIRST. This investigation was not made for the purpose of 


testing my integrity as an officer of the Government, but for the 
sole purpose of securing my removal. No inquiry was made of the 
Inspector in Charge of the District of New York at that time as 
to my efficiency as an interpreter, nor of the United States At- 
torney for the Northern District of New York as to the success of 
my efforts to secure witnesses for the Government, nor was there 
submitted to the Department any statement showing the result of 
the work which had been accomplished in the prosecution of fraud~ 
ulent Chinese cases on the bentan. in which the witnesses for the 
Government were secured through my efforts. 

SECOND, I charge that all of the affidavits upon en 


these charges were based had either forged signatures, or that the = 


in 
signatures were procured by the said Charles Kee by the payment 
of money for the same. | 

I have been informed that one of the affidavits which are 
on file in the Department nner’ é to have been signed by Leung 
Gett. In regard to this affidavit, if there be such, I herewith 
charge absolute forgery on the part of Charles Kee, or the other 
investigating officer, and your attention is hereby invited to 
the attached affidavit of vhe said Leung Gett to that effect. 

J am also informed that one of the affidavits on file in the 
Department is signed by one Ah Jung. In regard to this affidavit 
I beg to state that Ah Jung is a fictitious name, and I defy the ) 
officers making these charges to confront me with any such China- 
man, | 

| I am also informed that one of the affidavits is signed by * 
Lee Poy. In regard to the Lee Poy affidavit, I have to state that 
Lee Sar tae a witness for the Goveranent on the 22nd. of October, 
1900, at Burlington, Vermont; that he was. thoroughly examined i : 
to what he knew in regard to the case for which he was subpoenaed | 
before leaving New York. When he was sworn in the case at Bur- 
lington, it was perfectly apparent that he had been tampered with 
and his testimony was practically worthless. Upon his return to 
New York at the time that he was being paid his witness fees by 
Chinese Inspector Izard, and in the presence of that officer, I 
Charged him with having sold out the Government in that case, and 


told him that he would never again be used in any Chinese case. 


I mention this in order to show an additional motive for his sig- ij 


nature, if such an affidavit be among the papers. 


In connection with the charges and referring to these affi- 


davits, I beg to invite your attention to the accompanying pois oe 
davits showing the efforts on the part of the said Charles Kee 
and Dr. Moy (at that time an interpreter in the service of the 
Government) to secure false affidavits for the purpose of bring- 
ing about my removal from the service. 

THIRD. I charge also that this so-called investigation 
conducted és the said B. F. Garland (otherwise known as W. H. 
Ottis) was carried out. with sbedake unfairness to me, and that 
he was a party to the effort on the part of the said Dre Moy and 
Charles Kee to bring about my removal. I maintain that every 
particle of evidence before the Bureau of any misconduct on my 
* part, or of any failure on my part to discharge fully the duties 
of an interpreter, is manufactured from start to finish; that 
there is no word of truth in any of the statements made by these

Referring to my Annual Report and more recent correspond- 
ence with the Bureau in regard to the increase of smuggling of 
“Chinese on the Canadian frontier, I beg to inquire whether the ser- 
vices of Mr. W. H. Otis, who I understand is now in the East and 
whose knowledge of smuggling is certainly not equalled by any offi= 
cial of the Government to my knowledge, are available for service 
on the border for a short time ?_ 
i I feel very well satisfied that with the facilities in 


his possession for finding out the course taken by the Chinese, and 


the methods pursued by them in clandestinely entering the United 


States, it woutd not be very long before we would be able to shut 


off one or two of the most troublesome points. I have information 
from the Chinese in New York who furnish me with information that 
is generally reliable, that one ef the most frequented lines of 
travel used by the Chinese is via St. Albans, Vermont. The Chinese 
after leaving the train at St. John are taken by vehicle for a jour- 
ney of a day cr a day and a half, to one of the points where they 


are put aboard a train for New York or Boston, and the difficulty

which confronts us here is that the Chinese who have reached New 
York in this way are frequently unable, even if willing, to state 
the Railroad points at which they arrived and boarded the trains. 
I trust the Bureau will be able to assign Mr. Otis to

An additional report has now been received from the Supervising

Inspector, of which the following is an excerpt: 


There is one very difficult situation confronting us at El Paso, 
and that is in reference to the examination of bonded cars. I have pre- 
viously reported to the Bureau ths approhension of twelve'Chinese in a 
bonded car at Toyah, Texas, and refer to other instances which showed con- 
Clusively that Chinese had been in other bonded cars. During the night 
of the 14th instant five Chinese were found in a bonded car in the Texas 
Pasific yards at Bl Paso. Report of this occurrence was forwarded to tho 
Bureau yesterday. I received a telegram this morning from Bl Paso stating 
that aighteen Chinese were found in a bonded car on the Texas Pacific on 
the night of the 19th instant prior to the time that the same left the Fl = 
Paso yards. This quite clearly demonstrates that these scars were being Y 
used because of the fact that parties interested in the smuggling of Chi- a 
nese knew that all other cars aro examined at terminal points outside of 
: Rl Paso. For the present we are breaking all bonded seale just shortly ; 
before such cars lexve Fl Paso, but this necessitates considerable extra a 
work for the Customs Service, as it is compelled to hold at least one offi- 
cer in readiness, and sometimes two,to accommodate us in this respect. 
I would, therefore, urge that, if the Treasury Departrent will agree to 
designate certain stipulated officers previously montioned as Customs 
Inspectors for tris particular work, such designations be made at once, 
as it will be of great service to us in connection with the train inspec~ 
tion work and will obviate the necessity for a rigid examination of bonded 
cars in El Paso and permit the outside officers to perform that service.

I recently visited Hl Paso eed the skipene of attending 
Federal Court, now in session at that place, as it was expected 


that a number of Chinese cases would be heard on appeal as well 


as the prosecution of several persons we now have under indict=" 


ment in that sdistrict for aiding and abetting the illegal 


. entry of Chinese. Court convened at El Paso on October Sth,: 
and, ordinarily, the tine of the court is taken up during the 

' first week with other matters; but, 6n account of the time of 
the prosecuting officers being fully occupied with the Grand 
Jury, which precluded the said officers giving all their time 
to the trial of cases, there were a number of Chinese cases 
heard on appeal during the first week of the court. 

During that week twenty-one Chinese cases were disposed of 

in one manner or another -- some continued, but in a majority 
of the instances in which cases were heard the action of the 


Commissioner was sustained by the higher court, and in only 


four cases were the decisions of the Commissioners reversed;

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and in each of these the defendant presented a certificate of 
residence and the Government was unable to show by positive 
testimony that the Chinese persons in question had actually 
been out of the United States, although, in three of them we 
had a witness, in addition to one of our officers, who saw the 
Chinese come out of the river on the American side, and another 
witness, who was a Mexican, saw the Chinese on the Mexican side. 
With this evidence before the Commissioner, we, of course, 
secured orders of deportaticn in the three cases. However, 
when the cases were called-before the District Court it was 
discovered that our Mexican witness could not be located, and it 
. reasonable to assume that someone interested in the defence 
of the Chinese was successful in causing the Mexican witness 

to depart for the interior of Mexico, wherg we understand he

Considering the situation as a whole at El Paso, and par- 
ticularly the attitude of the Court at that ‘place and the very 
zealous manner in which the Assistant United States Attorney 


at that place is at present handling our cases, I feel highly 


gratified with the results accomplished during this term, and 


I am confident that the results at El Paso will continue to 


grow more satisfactory.

I remained in El Paso during the week of October leth, 


but on account of a jury trial taking up the entire week, it

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was impossible to hear any Chinese cases, and, as‘there were 
several cases still to be heard by a jury, and realizing that 
there was a decided uncertainty whether any other Chinese 
cases would be reached, I did not ‘feel justified*’in remaining 
longer at that place, consequently returned to my official 
station on the evening of the 17th instant. 
We have thirty cases still vending on appeal in Kl Paso 

in which no action has been, up to this time, taken by the

District Court. Most of these cases were pending at the time 
I assumed charve in this district and a majority of the 
remainder originated during the early part of my administration. 
Tt must confess, from a careful review of the records in these 
cases, that few of them are in such shape as to satisfy me

Referring to previous correspondence in reference to the 
situation at Bl Paso, particularly concerning the alleged 
smuggling of Chinese at that place, I beg to state tnat 1 have 
just returned from that point, and have carefully gone oven 
every detail of the work at, El Paso. While the results are 
highly satisfactory, taken as a whole, yet 1 am convinced there 
are, quite a number of Chinese smuggling into the United States 
at that point, and effecting departure. from that station through 
the use of freight cars, and. particularly at this time 1 am 
satisfied they wen: weine tenes in cars sealed with United ‘States 
Customs seals. 

In a separate communication 1 am referring to an incident 
which recently occurred, connected with which the Collector of 
Customs, at our request, detailed Customs Inspector George E. 
Smith to proceed to Baird, Texas, in company with Inspector 
A. G. Bernard, in order that the customs seal attached to a 


bonded car might be broken,in which we had every reason to 


believe would be found a number of contraband Chinese. Although 


\ 


the Chinese were not found in the car, there were evidences 


that they had been therein, but the only tneory that can be 


advanced is that the persons interested in the smuggling through 
some means became suspicious and unloaded the Chinese in advance 
of the time the car was inspected. We have conclusive 
evidence, from articles found in another bonded car, that Chinese 
had been loaded therein but moved prior to the time we were 

able to inspect the same. 

Conclusive evidence that bonded cars are being used for 
the purpose of taking contraband Chinese from El Paso was 
established on the 17th instant, when Inspector Dilworth, station- 
ed at Toyah, Texas, while examining a bonded car became convinced: 
that some person or persons were located therein. This officer, 
of course, did not have authority ‘to break the customs seals, 


and he telegraphed:<to the El Paso office requesting that.a 


Customs Inspector be sent to Toyah to break the seals, and 


directed the railway employees to set the car out of the train 


On a siding at Toyah. We again requested tne Collector of 
Customs at El Paso to detail one of his inspectors to proceed 
to Toyah, with the result that. when the car was opened on the 
Lath instant twelve Chinese were found therein. A detailed 
report of this case has not been furnished the Bureau, as a < 
complete Lnvestiontion had not been made when I left El Paso. 


All the facts will be submitted, however, ina few days.

Il have just received a telegram from the Inspector in 
Charge ‘at Kl Paso, requesting me, if possible, to have a bonded 
car inspected at Fort Worth, as he has every reason to believe 
there are Chinese in some one of the bonded cars which left 
K1-Paso during the night of the 23d instant. The smugglers 
-have resorted to the use of bonded cars for the reason that we 
are now breaking quite a number, but not all, of the seals on 


freignt cars at different points along the line, and the 


interested parties realize that there is more or less danger Of 


the apprehension of Chinese if the ordinary car is. used. Lt 
is riot the practice to break the customs seals, and 1 do not for 
a moment believe there is anyone of the customs employees at 

El Paso interested in this practice. © Bonded cars in which the 
Chiriese are placed are loaded at the smelter near Il Paso with 
different kinds of valuable ore, and the: same is shipped, usually 
to Galveston, under customs seals. After the cars are loaded 
and sealed at the smelter they are turned over to the Railway 
Company, and usually remain in the yards for some hours before 
shipment from El Paso. | It is reported to us that the prasties 
of the smugglers is:‘to loosen the bolts which hold the lower 

rail upon which the car door slides, thus sad tthe the rail to 
drop, leaving the door swinging from the top. By this means 

one corner can be pulled out without breaking the customs seals, 
and the Chinaman shoved up into the car, After the Chinese 
have been loaded the lower rail is put into place wehis and the 
bolts tightened. By closely observing the nuts, Inspector

Dilwortn, at Toyah, became convinced that same had been tampered 
with,. and in order to satisfy himself he secured a crowbar and 
forced a crack between the. door and the side of the car of an 
inch or so, which permitted him a glance on the inside, and as 
a result he saw the foot of some person, which, of course, , 
convinced him that somebody was in the same. 

We know practically the leaders of the smuggling oper- 
ations in El Paso, and it is a well established fact that the 
persons who are responsible for the smggling of Chinese at that 
place do not assist personally in actually bringing Chinese 
across the river from Mexico. They employ, as a general rule, 


® 


some Mexican on the Mexican side of the river to convey the 


Chinese to some point along the river and there direct them to 


Cross. As a general rule no one accompanies them across the” 
river. After thev have reached the American side another 

Mexican usually meets tiem and conveys them to some particularpoint 
agreed upoh in El Paso. | They may be moved again from this 
point to another by iaatner party. By this means it is 
obvious that it is indeed a difficult proposition to reach the 
real smugglers in El Paso, We can secure, and vhave secured, 
limited evidence as to the connection of different parties in 
El. Paso with muesiine operations, but it is a well established 
fact that it is necessary for us to show that someone actually 
aided and abetted the illegal entry of the Chinese. In other 


words, it is necessary to show that some person actually 
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accompanied them across the river, before we can hope to mnie a 
case charging conspiracy on the part of others, which it would 
be necessary to show in order to reach the leaders of this 
organization. ; 

Il believe our officers at El Paso have been zealous 
in their efforts to apprehend the Chinese, as well as the 
smugglers, and it is a well established fact that the smugglers 
are finding it more difficult to carry out their nefarious 
practices than they ever did before. The situation is becoming 
so critical that shins are threats being mde by some of the 
parties whom we know to be engaged in smuggling, to the effect 


that if our officers interfere with their plans, and some of the 


interested parties come in contact with our officers when they 


are in the act of placing Chinese in the car, they may be 


® 


expected to stand the consequences. There is a-well founded 
rumor that the smugglers would not hesitate to use firearms in 
defense of themselves, and from reports made to me 1 am satisfied 
some of then would not hesitate to take an unfair advantage of. 

ouy officers by shooting them from ambush. This may seem to 

the Bureau somewhat overdrawn, yet from reports made to me 
personally from different sources in El Paso, l pelseve wise to 

be the actual situation at-that place. Although we have 

made diligent efforts to apprehend the leaders of the organization, 
and have succeeded in a few instances in catching some of the 


underlings, 1 must confess to a feelingof discouragement as to 
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the hope of ultimately securing sufficient evidence to connect 


them with the smuggling operations known to exist at El Paso. 
Therefore, 1 consider, as suggested in a letter some time ago, 
that. in order to put a stop to the practice, it will be necessary 
to inspect all freight and passenger cars leaving El Paso at 
some point along the line, this to include all government bonded 
cars as well, as this would seem to be the only sure means of 
making it impossible pas Chinese to leave El Paso by railway 
conveyance without detection. This:at least will prevent 
Chinese from leaving El Paso, and I am satisfied if this avenue 
of escape is eliminated, it will be only a matter of time until 
Chinese will realize that El Paso is not an easy point of ingress 
into the United States, therefore, wild cease coming. 

Y‘ith this point in view I am submitting, in separate 
communications, recommendations for transfers of officers whom 
I consider necessary to perform this service at places where 1 
deem it advisable. Terminal points have been selected at which 
to place officers for this duty where sufficient time can be 
given them to perform their work, and at the same time I have 
endeavored to select such places as will be most advantageous, 
and at such distances from El Paso as will make it dangerous 
for the smugglers to attempt to drive the Chinese around the 
points selected. Il have reviewed the situation at El Paso 


somewhat in detail, in order that the Bureau and Department 


may appreciate. the difficulties under which we are laboring 

at that point, as well as the danger to the officers as they 
are at present engaged upon this work. The situation has 
reached a point, it seems to me, where it is necessary to 
demonstrate to an unscrupulous body of men in Kl Paso, wnich 
numbers probably two hundred persons including Chinese and 
others. interested in the practice in some manner or other, that 
they cannot vidlate our laws with impunity. Although the 
remedy I am outlining is not to my entire satisfaction, as J 
would much prefer to prosecute the individuals interested, yet 
as it seems we have met with little success in this direction, 
the other alternative of preventing smuggling would appear to 
be necessary, ass 


I trust, therefore, the recommendations for transfers 


for the work as outlined above will te made in each instance.

We have caused the arrest 
within the last two weeks of four persons for aiding in the 
unlawful entry of Chinese, namely: Carl Adamson and \’. Sulli- 


van, at Alamogordo; A. D. Brantley and Ging Hasegawa, at and 


in the vicinity of El Paso; each of whom I feel satisfied 
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we will be able to successfully prosecute, 


Just how the Bureau may view the positive evidence that 
Chinese have been loaded in box cars, as demonstrated by the 
fact that they have been caught, I.can not, of course, surmise,

Referring to my letter of August 22nd, relating to conditions 
generally concerning the Chinese situation in and about El Paso, 


| and particularly that part of said letter in which attention was 


} called to the fact that the testimony of witnesses appearing 
before the Commissioner was not reduced to writing, consequently 


the same could not be presented to the higher Court on appeal, 


in reference thereto I desire to say that during a term of Court 

in El Paso, which convened there on the 7th instant, I called 
_ upon the District Judge, in company with the Assistant United 

States Attorney, and fully presented to him the disadvantages 

to which it seemed to me we were placed in not having the testimony 

in all cases reduced to writing, and, of course in a proper manner, 

calling ‘his attention to the procedure in other districts of 
which I happened to have knowledge, showing him that if the record 
before the Commissioner was made a part of the case, when it came 
before him on appeal it would necessarily relieve him of taking 
testimony which had already been heard before a Gomi onismar. and 


would enable him to review the record on appeal instead of trying 


the case over again. In view of what I have heard on the 
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subject, I was not a little surprised to find that Judge Maxey 
was apparently pleased with my’ suggestions, and he at once asked 
the Assistant U. S. Attorney what would be necessary to bring 


:< 


about such a practice, and particularly whether an order of 


Court would be required. After discussing the subject, he 
instructed the bssistant District Attorney to communicate with 
several U.:&. Attorneys in other districts, with the view of 
determining just the proper procedure to follow, in order that 
he might be guided by the practice in other Courts in whatever 
action he nd ght® eee fit to take. Personally it rather seems to 
me that it is within the power of the Court to direct this 
procedure, yet I did not feel that I was ina poai tic to press 
that point, but I may do so should it become necessary, and 
when I have become better acquainted with the Judge. 

The question next arose, if an order were issued would the 
Department of Justice furnish a stenographer to take the testimony, 
and it seemed to be the opinion of. both the Judge and Assistant 
U. S. Attorney that it would not. I then stated that as I | 
considered the testimony ‘in thesé cases of so much value to ‘the 
successful prosecution of them, I believed if a stenographer | 
would not: be furnished by the Department of Justice, that our 
Department would be willing to furnish one, provided he was given 
some stendtne in Court, and that his work would not be continually 


attacked. I have no doubt at this time that before long the 
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necessary order, or whatever it may be, will be issued, directing 
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that the testimony in these cases be reduced to writing, and 
ehen that is brought about I trust that if a stenographer is not. 
provided for by the Department of Justice, that our Department 
would see the necessity for having the testimony, and will permit 
me to use one of our stenographers for this purpose, even if it 
should become necessary to appoint an additional stenographer for 
the El Paso station. 3 

Under the sresent practice of handling cases at Hl Paso, 
I know the Bureau will appreciate that there are various oppor- 
tunities for improper practices to exist, and yet it would be 
exceedingly difficult to show it. It would be possible for 
the Commissioner to discharge cases that the evidence Clearly 
indicated should be deported, yet we have no appeal. 7 It would 
be possible for him to order depérted. canes that should be dis- 
charged, and on appeal the Court would naturally, to-some extent, 
blame the Immigration officers for arresting such people. It 


would be possible also for the District Attorney to not properly 


prosecute cases, and it would even be possible for our own 


officers to withhold evidence that should properly be presented 


to the Court. With these possibilities the imperative necessity 
for reducing the testimony to writing is obvious, and it is my 
firm belief that when this condition:is brought about, with a 
consistent and concerted effort upon the part of our officers 

at El Paso, the allegation that El Paso has always been a hot-bed 
for the smuggling of Chinese, will eventually become a matter of 


past history. 


I was more than pleased with my several interviews with 


Judge Maxey, and I believe if our cases are carefully prepared 


and the testimony recorded, that you may at all times expect 


the co-operation of his court in the enforcement of our laws.

In that on January 17th, 1909, in the office of the In- 
snector in Charge, El Paso, when called npon by F. VW. Berkshire, 
Supervising Inspector of the Mexican Border, and by George J. 
larris, Chinese Inspector in Charme at Bl Paso, both his super. 
ior officers, for a statement conceming certain matters of 
business connected with the performance of his officiel duties, 
said Vesley B. Green did refuse to furnish oither of said super. 
ior officers with the statement demanded, declining to answer 
ary end all questions put to him, althowh advised by his super- 
ioxsthet his conduct in so refusing might be rerarded as insub- 
ordinate and be made the basis of charges eacainst hin." 


A letter, dated Jmmary 20th, received from Supervising 
Tspector Serkshire, together with a record of the interview that 
took pince in the office of the Inspector in Charge at El Paso 
between Inspectors Berkshire, Harris, and Green, inclosed with 
said letter, forms ‘tho basis of these charges. Attention is 
directed thereto. A perusal of same shows that for some time 
past Inspector Green has been suspected of being a party to the 
smuggling of contraband Chinese aboard trains passing; through 
his station over the Santa Fe Railroad by a certain Conduwtor 
Maynard end porter Hiller. ‘hen sufficient evidence of their 
comection with the amerling had been collected against them, 
Tuspector Derkshire caused the arrest of Maynard and Miller, 
and Inspector Green was ealled woon for a statement as to what

he knew concerning them. This he flatly refused to rive, as 

is show by the record of the interview (pn.51-54), Although 
Inspector Berkshire repeatedly assured him that no charges were 
then ponding ageinst him; that, as his swperior officer, he 
(Inspector Berkshire) had authority to question him concerning 
his work as an immiprant inepector; and that a refusal to ansver 
micht lead to his dismissal from the Service, Inspector Green 
refused to ansver ary and all questions put to him, repeating 
thet he must see his lawyer before he conld do so. 


Under cover of a listter from the Supervising Inspect- 
or, dstec the lith Instant, Inspector Green's reply has been 
received. it is to the effect that "for rood, sufficient, md 
valid r pened which I was not then and am not now at liberty 
to disclose, but which will be disclosed at the proper time, I 
felt constrained to asmme an attitude which has placed me in the 
unfavorable light referred to in the charge; that there was no — 
intentional disrespect or insubordination involved in my ection: 
that in due time and when at‘liberty to do so without doinf 
violence to my conscience and sense of right and justice, 'a 
statement will be made which will, in my hunble judement, con- 
stitute a full end complete justification for my present atti- 
tude;" and asks that, in view of his past record in the Service, 
the charre be not sustained or "that judement be suspended until 
such time as I om free to relieve myself from the embarrassment 
of my present situation." 


It is evident that Inspector Green has in no way 
ansvered the charge arainst him, in fact has made no attemt to 
dO 80-6 ie states that he has "good and sufficient" reasons for 
his behavior, but fails to-disclose them. His reply amomts 
simply to a confirmation before the Bureau of his insubordinate 
action toward Inspector Berkshire. The Supervising Inspector 
is of opinion that Inspector Green's reply, taken in conjmetion 
with the cause which led up to his being questioned in the first 
instance, indicates thet his usefulness to the Service is at an 
end, and recormonds that the said officer bé removed and that 

such action be taken with as little delay as may be possible. 


The Bureau believes that Inspector Green is eailty 
of the charge of insubordination ond that the mintenance of 
proper discipline demand his removal. It is accordingly ree 
cormonded that he be dismissed from the Service, such dismissal 
to take effect at the close of business, January 18th, 1909.

By way of a supplemental report, in addition to my letter. 


of December 16th, touching upon the situation in general at 
El Paso in reference to the alleged smuggling of Chinese 
through that locality, I wish to particularly refer to the 
number of criminal prosecutions now penkiin at that place. 
Separate reports have been submitted to the Bureau relat- 

ing to the arrest of Fink and Nix, at Roswell, New Mexico; 
Carr, Tharpe and San Lee, at Tucumcari, New Mexico; Maynard, 
Miller and Scott, (warrant has not been served in the case 

of he Laat named person) at Las Cruces, New Mexico; and one 
Anderson, at Fort Worth, Texas. It is expected that other 


names will be added to the above, particularly at the time 


these cases are presented to the Federal Grand Jury, as it has 


cS been deemed inadvisable to cause the arrest of some persons we 


now believe to be implicated, as we might be forced to show 
too much of our testimony if forced to a trial before a Com- 
missioner. It is the belief of the writer that, in connection 
with the above referred to cases, some six or eight names will

tried under the charge of conspiracy, as we cannot show that

Each case has been discussed 
in detail with the Assistant United States Attorney for New 
Mexico, as the three most important cases will be tried in 

that jurisdiction, He has expressed the belief that we have 
good cases in each instance, but he urges the necessity of 
continuing the investigation respecting each case, with the 
view of adding any incidental detail which can be introduced 
in the trial of the 7 Which might tend to strengthen the 
conspiracy charge; and, of course, independent of his advice, 
this office expected to and intended to follow up each case in 
every possible detail, : 

Vpon the outcome of these prosecutions depends, to a great 
extent, whether we will succeed in breaking up the miserable 
practices at and in the vicinity of El Paso. The persons. 
involved are considered more or less prominent in El Paso, 
and they have behind them, I am convinced, almost unlimited 
means , and we may expect them to resort to every kind of 
practice. both fair and unfair, to prevent a jury finding. 
them guilty. To my mind, there is no question as to their 
guilt, but the Bureau is familiar with the fact that a pre- 
ponderance of evidence must be presented to a jury; and, ina 


section of country where a portion of the residents are in 


sympathy with the individuals involved, it is not unlikely 
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that we may have difficulty in securing an entirely satisfactory 
jury -- in fact, in the cases of Adamson and Sullivan, it is 
‘commonly reported that one of the jurors had been bought, and 
that he was supposed to hold out for acquittal; and, while it 
is inpéwatbis to prove tais rumor, yet tne facts in this case 
were that eleven of the jurymen on first ballot voted guilty, 
while the one suspected held out for acquittal for twenty-four: 
hours. This feature of tne matter is referred to with the 
view of impressing upon the Bureau the fact that a pacceestui. 
prosecution in these cases, in my judgment, depends upon our 
ability to watch every.detail of the cases to such an extent 
as would prevent any unfair practices by the defence: and, 
in connection therewith, I believe that it would be of great 
assistance to us,from this time until the time of trial, if 
' perhaps two Special Agents of the Weeneteent of Justice, who 
are trained in this class of work and who are familiar with 
legal practices, could be sent-to El Paso to devote their 
entire time to working out incidental details which might be 
to our advantage at the time of trial, I do not, in any sense, 
mean to reflect upon the ability or willingness of the officers 
at El Paso, but I feel satisfied that their efforts are hamper- 
ed to some extent owing to the fact that they are too well-known ;

and, if two competent officers, who are entire strangers to 


that district, could devote their time to these cases, it is

believed satisfactory results would follow, and it is believed 
that, if they could continue on duty at the time the cases 
may be presented to the Grand Jury or trial jury, they could 
render invaiushie assistance in the way of preventing perhaps 
a "fixed jury". I have discussed this feature of the cases 
with the Assistant United States Attorney, as well as his 
assistant; and they agree that, in tneir judgment, these cases 
are so important that the jury should be under constant sur- 
velllance from the time they “have been called to serve as 

such until the trial is ended; and tney have expressed the » 
Opinion to me that, at best, the average jury in New Mexico 

is not entirely satisfactory, and in some instances they 


believe mistrials have resulted through the fact that some 


of- the jurymen had been "Fixed", ete 


These cases are so important, in my judgment, + aay it 


seems to me‘from now until tne tine of trial it would be in 
the interest of our service if we could have at our gisposal 
the services. of a thoroughly experienced attorney, and one 
whno would be familiar with every detail of the cases, to 
assist in the prosecution. I do not intend to reflect upon 
the United States Atvcorney, but on the contrary, shave but 
words of praise respecting the manner in which our cases have 
been handled so far; but it is a well-known fact that the 
United States Attorney of any district, and particularly of 


New Mexico, has a large territory to cover and many cases to

consider. As a result, he cannot give such attention to these 
cases as the critical situation would seem to demand, although 
I know he would give us all the tiie he could possibly spare, 
In the cases of Adamson and Sullivan Assistant United States 
Attorney Abbott handled the same throughout, and he certainly 
handled them with great credit to himself. It was expected 
that he would handle the prosecutions above referred to, but 
t have been recently informed that he has aceeptea some posi-~ 
tion in the Territorial government of New Mexico, hence he 
will not be associated with the United States Attorney in 
these cases unless by some special arrangement. From my asso- 
ciation with Mr. Abbott, and my knowledge of the manner in 
which he has handled such cases as this office has been 
interested in, I dod not know of a man at this time who would 
_render more valuable assistance to us in these cases and who 
I believe \ would watch every detail of the cases more closely. 
He has displayed an unusual interest in our ciiea: alee has 
sxobénned hinaea? as thoroughly in sympathy with us and that 
he enjoys prosecuting the cases. I believe, if the Bureau 
could see its way clear to do so,. that, if the matter were 
properly presented to the Department of Justice, the services 
of Mr. Abbott could be secured for the prosecution of these 
cases, (and. perhaps others, if we so desire), and I have reason 


to believe he would be willing to undertake the matter for us. 
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With the assistance above suggested, I believe we could 
hope for conviction of each of the persons above named and 
others we have in mind; and, as each of these prosecutions 

represents an independent combination for the smuggling of 
Chinese, I certainly believe, if successful results follow, 
at will be the means of breaking up the practices which have 
long been in vogue at El Paso, and, as it is of great import- 
ance to us to successfully handle these cases, it would seem

to me that it would unquestionably be in the interest of our

service to secure the assistance of Mr. Abbott and the two 
men referred to to engage iben this work, and, if the Bureau 
considers such plans advisable, I would urge that steps be 
taken to carry them out, 


I could advance many reasons why, in my judgment, ‘these 
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suggestions should be adopted; and, in order that a full

a personal interview with the Commissioner-General, ei ther in

Confirming my telegram dated at El Paso the 17th instant, 
recommending the immediate suspension of Chinese Inspector 
Wesley B. Green, I have the honor to submit the following as 
my report and reasons for asking for this suspension: 

In order that all of the facts in reference to the con- 
duct cf Inspector Green may be before the Bureau, it is necess- 
ary to refer to the case in which One Maynard, a conductor. 
on the Santa Fe Railway, attempted to bribe Chinese Inspector 
James G. Boor in an effort to induce the said officer to pass 
contraband Chinese through San Marcial. As Inspector Green 
has been stationed at Albuquerque, the next junction point 


\ 


on. the Santa Fe fay north of San Marcial, it necessarily 
followed that i Inspector Boor passed contraband Chinese 
through San Marcial, Inspector Green would be a party to such 
transaction, provided the Chinese were permitted to pass 
Albuquerque. It will be recalled that Inspector Boor was 
instructed to apparently acquiesce in the proposition made by 
Conductor Maynard, with the view of securing evidence sufficient 
to shied a prosecution. As Inspector Boor was examined by me 


in reference to this whole transaction, and as he continued 


4 
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since such examination to submit detailed reports, I an > 
enclosing herewith his statement, together with copies of 
subsequent reports, which have a bearing upon the apparent 
neglect of duty of Inspector Green. I have also’ made a part 
of the enclosed record copies of the weekly time report gsub- 
mitted by Inspector Green, in which he states the nature of 
duty performed by him dur ing each day from November lst to 
and including November 14th, 1908, Copies of reports sub- 
mitted by Inspector Nielson are also made a part of the enclos- 
ed record. 

-It will be noted from a perusal of the enclosure that 
during the éariy part of the discussion between Inspector 
Boor and Conductor Maynard, the latter (page 4), in an endeavor 
to persuade Inspector Boor to enter into the lllegal traffic 
in Chinese, referred to "the man up the road", who, unques- 
tionably, was Inspector Green, and said, "Look at him, he has 
made $17,000 since: he has been there, and he is the best known 
and most respected ‘man in your Department", Later on (same 
page), he stated that "He comes aboard my train, makes a lot 
of fuss, once in a while picks up a Chinaman for appearance 
sake, and puts his money in the bank and buys property, should 
he be let out of the service, it would not matter, for he is 


fixed for life; end you are opening old freight cars, and will 


do it as long as you stay in the Government service and be 
¥ 
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honest -- The other fellow does it, why don't you?" 

In accordance with inatructions, Inspector Boor was to 
permit one or two Chinese to tase his station for a considera- 
tion of $50 each, which was to be given him by Conductor May- 
nard;,and, in accordance with such an arrangement, two Chinese 
were actually passed by Inspector Boor on the early morning 
of November 5th (page 10). These Chinese wire also passed by 
Inspector Green at Albuquerque on November 5th, and it will be 
noted by reference to a copy of his daily report (page 33) 
that he failed to mention such fact in his report, When Con- 
ductor Maynard returned on the down trip from Albuquerque, he 
was asxed by Inspector Boor (page 13) how he got along with 
the two he took up on the last trip, to which Maynard replied, 
"Fine as silk. I had no trouble with the other fellow up 
there... I told you that he is easy. You need not be a bit 


worried, for I fixed him the same as I did you," 


As Conductor Maynard had informed Inspector Boor that he 


would have two more Chinese for him on his up trip, leaving 

Hl Paso at & p.m. November 7th, it was arranged by Special 
Inspector Hamilton and the Inspector in Charge, at El Paso to 
have an officer on board said train, in order that the whole. 
proceeding might be witnessed. Accordingly, Inspector Nielson 
was detailed to proceed to Albuquerque with this train, and his 


report will be found on pages 36 to*39 inclusive. Inspector 
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Boor also boarded this train at El Paso on the night of Novem-= 
ber 7th, and just before reaching san Marcial he proceeded to 
inspect the train, and, in aeorannes With previous understand- 
ing with the bedi tor. he found two Chinese who were to be 
passed by him (page 16). He also found three other Chinese 
(same page), who were evidently to be passed Githout the knowe= 
ledge of Inspector Boor. Conductor ywaynard had previously 
given Inspector Boor $50 each for the first two Chinese, and 
‘later gave him $150 for passing the three Chinesé, who were 
found in the ladies' to dlet. The passing of the $150 from 
Conductor Maynard to Inspector Boor was witnessed by Inspector 
Stanley and Francisco Ronero , & Watenenn of the Santa Fe (page 
17). These, five Chinese were passed by Inspector Green at 
Albuquerque, and he ai ted te mention that fact in his daily 
report (page 34), although he mentions having passed two other 
Chinese during the same any. When Conductor Maynard returned 
gouth from Albuquerque on the morning of November Jth, he was 
asked by Inspector Boor (page 26) if the Chinese got through 
Albuquerque, to which he replied, "Yes. It was no trouble at 
all. Everything was fine and dandy." When Inspector Boor 
(page 27) asked Porter Lon Miller what they were going to do 


with Green -- were tney going to tell him also that there were 


only two Chinese on the train, Miller replied, "No, you are 


daiin right they would not -- Green is too wise, and is there 


with the goods. They cannot fool him, he is an old hand at 


Mss cat" 
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the business -- I know all about it.™ 

‘At this point I would state that it was anticipated that 
Conductor Maynard would have contraband Chinese on his train, 
which left Kl Paso dur ing the night of November llth; and, in 
accordance with prearranged plans, Special Agent Danashy ac- 
companied the train to Albuquerque, but for some reason there 

| 

were no contraband Chinese on board the train, but instead 
two Chinamen with proper papers, who were unfortunately arrest- 
ed and conveyed to Las Vegas, where they were examined by me, 
It was intended to have the passing of contraband Chinese on 


the early morning of November 12th witnessed, both at San 


~

Marcial and Albuquerque, then take the Chinese into custody 
as well as the train crew and Ingpector Green, but our plans 
in this respect miscarried, for the reason that the Chinese - 
“were not contraband. : : 


Inspector Boor next saw Conductor Maynard and his porter, 


on the morning of November 15th, when he asked the porter 


(page 30) how everything was at the city (meaning Albuquerque) , 


to which Miller replied, " Everything is alright. Green is ‘* 
a little bit scared, and thought it best to wait another trip

or so before passing anything up, as there were one or two 


strangers in Albuquerque that he thought were Secret Service 


men -- You fellows set scared very easily; them fellows knows 


nothing." Conductor Maynard then came up (same page) and said, 
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"Ve had better wait another trip or two before we pass any more 
up, and just as soon as Green says tne word I will bring then," 
No ‘contraband Chinese were passed by Inspector Boor gsub- 
sequent to the morning of November 8th, although several ef- 
forts were made to have the passing of such Chinese witnessed, 
but in every instance tne plans miscarried on account of the 
interested parties apparently securing advance information. 
Inspector Boor visited Albuquerque on December 8th, anda 


detailed report of his interview with Maynard will be found 


on pages 45 to 50, inclusive. Attention is invited to the 


conversation between Inspectors Boor and Green, particularly 
beginning with the last paragraph on page 46 and continuing to 
the last paragraph on page 47, It will be noted that ,from the 


> 


very choice language used by Conductor Maynard and Inspector 
Green, there is certainly avery friendly relation ietatios 
between them, and that perhaps Penduc tor Maynard s opinion of 
Inspector Green is best express/in his own language, (top page 
47), when introducing Inspector Boor, which expression is, as 
follows: “Here, Mr. Boor, shake hands with Colonel Green, one 
of tne crookedest eee Cae. Territory." Purther 
On during the conversation (pace 47) it was, quite apparent 
that Inspector Green knew that Inspector Boor was supposed to 
be interested in this traffic, as he discussed the matter 

witn Inspector Boor and questioned him as to whether or not 


Inspector Stanley knew of the transactions with Maynard. 


~~ 
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The Bureau is perhaps aware that , the officers under this 
jurisdiction are required to submit to this office a daily 
report of employment, which report is submitted at the close 
of business each week, The Inspectors, varticularly those 
encased on train inspection work alone the lines of the differ- 
ent railways, have instructions to fill out the blank spaces 
respecting each train, and in case Japanese or Chinese are 
found on a passenger train passing their i names 
of such persons should be shown in their daily report, and in 
the cases of Chinese, tne character of papers held, at any. 
Although Inspector Boor passed two contraband Chinese through 

‘ 
San Marcial on tne morning of November Sth, it will be noted, 
by reference to Inspector Green's daily report (page 33) of 
November oth, he failed to mention that these Chinese persons 
passed his station. Again, on November 8th, Inspector Boor 
passed five contraband Chinese through San Marcial, but In- 
spector Green, in his report (page 34) fails to mention that 
such persons passed Albuquerque, although he gives the names 
of two Chinese persons who passed his station the sane day, 
and in one instance gives the number of the certificate held 
by the Chinaman, It will also be noted (page 35) that the said 
officer mentions, in detail, the passing of two Chinese persons 


on November llth. These happened to be the same two who were 


conveyed to Las Cruces for examination, 


January 20th, 1909. 
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As previously stated, Inspector Nielson was detailed to 
accompany Santa Fe train leaving El Paso on the night of 
November 7tn, and the said officer’ was advised by the Inspec- 
tor at San Marcial that five contraband Chinese were on the 
train. Inspector Nielson, upon arrival at Albuquerque on the 
morning of November 8th, witnessed the character of inspection 
pane tea by Inspector Green (pages 38-9). It will be noted 
that Inspector Green did not make any attempt to examine the 
papers of the Chinamen, and that apparently there was some 


understanding between himself and the Conductor, as he was 


very careful to see that three of the Chinamen proceeded to 


‘their destination on the same train, and that two of them 


remained at Albuquerque for a later train. 

While, of course, the facts as above outlined have been 
in possession of this office since each transaction took 
place, yet we have been endeavoring by every means in our 
comiand to so connect Inspector Green.with this matter as would 
warrant criminal prosecution, as I certainly believe such 
action should be instituted, if possible, The matter did not 
come to a head, however, until the morning of January lst, 
when Inspector Boor apprehended eight Chinese persons, who 


were reported to the Bureau ina letter from this office under 


date of the Ith instant, the eight Chinese having been ap- 


prehended at Socorro, New Mexico. In this connection, I would 


% 


\ 
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state that Inspector Boor had previously informed Conductor 
Maynard that he would not be in San Marcial on his next trip 
up, but. he did not state to him that he would probably examine 
the train at some point further norta, Which he dia, with the 
yesult that the eight Chinamen were found. It is entirely 
probable that Conductor Maynard was endeavoring to take eight 
Chinamen through to Alouquerque, believing that Inspector Boor 
would not examine his train. 

As we felt justified in causing the arrest of Conductor 
Maynard and his porter, Miller, which was effected:on the 
morning of the 16th instant, it was deemed advisable, after 
these arrests, to have Inspector Green come to El Paso for the 
purpose of securing his statement and such eetanation as he 
might have to offer in respect to the various matters referred 
to above. Inspector Green reported at the El Paso office on 


the. morning of January 17th, and the writer informed him that 


his statement was desired, as it was thought the same might 


be of some value in connection with the investigation of the 
cases of Conductor Maynard and Porter Miller; ahd I continued to 
inform him that, as I desired his statement reduced to writing, 
it was unnecessary to outline the purport of the examination, 
therefore I would at once call a stenographer. Inspector Green 
immediately informed me that he had consulted an attorney and 
had been advised not to make a statement concerning ‘ie matter 
until he could further consult with such attorney. There was 


od . ‘ 
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some further talk, but I informed him that I desired his 
statement no matter what it might be, at that time, as I did not 
consider a consultation with an attorney necessary. According-~ 
Ly, 4 called a, stenographer, and the result of the interview 
with Inspector Green will be found on pages 51 to 04 , inclusive. 
It will be noted from a persual of the statement that Inspector 
Green flatly refused to answer any kind of a question I -pro- 
pounded to him, even declining. to say whether or not he Was a 
Chinese Inspector and whether or not his official station was 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, refusing all the time to make any 
statement until he had had an opportunity to consult his 
attorney. As I desired to question Inspector Green concerning 
matters relating purely to our own business, it did not ‘seem 
to me that there was any occasion for consultation with an 
attorney, consequently I declined to grant his request, but 
informed him that if he desired to see me at any time during 
the day I would be in the office. I heard nothing further 
from him, therefore presume he hed no further statement to 
make, . : 

In reviewing the enclosed record, it seems to me that 
the various conversations referred to therein, and the fact that 
Inspector Green actually passed two lots of contraband Chinese, 
would convince the most skeptical that the said inspector 
must, of necessity, have been a party to the passing of the 


Chinese, and that he must have received some money consideration 
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for his failure to perform the duty required of-:him, and upon 


the evidence it seems to me there is ample ground for di'smissal 


froin the service for conniving in the passing of contraband 
Chinese. In addition to this he was certainly neglectful of 
his duties, in that he did not inspect the train on the morning 
of November 8th, as reported by Inspector Nielson (page: 39), 
nor did he inspect the train on the morning of December 8th, 
as reported by Inspector Boor (page 47). H wever, at this 
time it seems to me inadvisable to prefer charges against 
Inspector qreen of a character which would in any way give 
him the slightest inkling of the case we haye against him 
respecting the passing of the seven Chinese and his neglect 

of duty, as the matter has been fully discussed with the 
Assistant United States Attorney for New Mexico, and he has 
expressed the opinion that, in his judgment, we will be able 
to criminally prosecute Inspector Green, together with Mar 
Chew, COnductor maynard, Lon Miller, and a person at present 
known to us by the name of "Mac", -and whose identity we 

expect to establish, under the charge of conspiracy to defraud, 
in that these persons souenived to defraud the Government of 

a valuable right, i.e. to induce Inspector Boor to omit to 
perform his duty. With the testimony we now have, this is the 
only charge we can make against Inspector Green, and, as 


above stated, the Assistant United States Attorney has expressed 


the opinion that, in his belief, a successful prosecution can be 


& 
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hoped for. 

Inspector Green, in my Judgment, is guilty, with the balance 
of the persons involved, and I firmly believe in his guilt, 
_— that his services as an officer can certainly be of no 
material benefit to us in any capacity.- As he flatly refused 
to recognize the right of his superior officer to question 


him concerning matters of interest and value to this service, 


it seems to me that he is guilty of the grossest insubordination 


and that his action in this respect would justify his dismissal 


i 


from the service. If the Bureau agrees with mé in this con- 
i! : - 
clusion, I would recommend that charges be preferred against 


the said officer charging him with insubordination, omitting 


the-graver charges, for the reason that it is deemed of the 
utmost importance that the details which led up to this 

matter be kept from hin, as it is intended to use all of the 
circumstances connected with his case in the prosecution of 


each individual involved; and, as it naturally follows, in view 
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of Inspector Green's attitude, that he would acquaint Conduc- 
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tor Maynard and the other with any information he might re- 
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ceive, it is believed that the less he knows concerning the 
Case the Setter is will be for the the interests of the Govern- 
ment in its contemplated prosecutions. 

I hope that the Bureau will consider that charges on the 
ground of insubordination will be sufficient. As I consider 


that such charges, if they are made, should be most carefully

prepared, I would request that same be prepared by the Bureau 
rather than by this office.

On the 9th inst.,the train from El Paso,No.10,arrived at 
Albuquerque 7-05 A.M. Inspector present at depot. No Chinese, 

On the 10th inst.,the train from Fl Paso,No.1l0,arrived at 
Albuquerque 6-30 A.M. Inspector present at depot. No Chinese, 
: On the llth inst,,Mr.Donaghy arrived on No.10 at 6-30 A.N., 
also two Chinese. I followed Mr.Donaghy into the depot where he 
quicxly informed te that I was to place the two Chinese under arrest 
and convey them to Las Cruces on the first train. I left Mr.Donaghy 
and kept an eye on the Chinese. Shortly I saw the conductor,the two 
Chinege and the Inspector come up to the ticket Nw&fieex window, about 
two minutes later I managed to pass close enough to see that they had 
tickets spread out on the counter. and hear that they were talking 
about transportation. After they had been at the ticket window for 
about five minutes*the Inspector directed the Chinese to some Chinese 
restaurant up town and I followed them about a.block behind.:.NMr, 
Donaghy trailed along on the apposite side of. the street. When the 
Chinese had gone about six blocks from the depot Mr.Donaghy and I 
put them under arrest and took them to the city jail where we search? 
ed them. Both Chinamen could talk fairly good English and both had 
certificates cf residence that appeared to be renuine and good. I 
began to be doubtful if we were doing right in holding them but when 
I spoke to NMr.Donaghy about it he told me that there was nothing to 
do but to hold them and convey them to Las Cruces. We left .them 
locked up at. the city jail and gave orders to the jailer to let no 
one know that we had them locked up there nor to let any one come 


to see them nortalk to them not even Government o/ ‘ficials; the jailer . 


promised to carry out our orders to the letter. About an hour later 
I happened to pass within two blocks 6f the city jail and I noticed 
our Inspector (Green) and the jailer standing on the corner in 
@arnest conversation. I steped back into a doorway and soon the 
jailer and the Inspector started down toward the city jail,I followed 
close behind . They went to the Chief's office,which is directly in 
front of the jail. I went in about two seconds” behind them; they 
both turned and looked at me,then we all three sat down and nothing 
was said for about five minutes; then the Inspector came over to 
where I was sitting and asked me if I was the man that put the twve 
Chinese in jail early in the morning,!I told him that I had two 


locked up in there at present time; he then asked me_if I w was an 
Ins:ector, I told him yes; he wanted to know where I was stationed

at,I tola that at the present time I had no regular station, He 
also- wanted tec know what was wrong with the two Chinese. I told

: Re their papers. I told him I did not think so. “Well", he said.

"I did not examine their papers this morning as I knew that they ha 
been examined before going on the train at Fl Paso but I did intend 
, to examine their papers when they got on the train to leave here 
this evening”, After the above conversation had taken place I asked 
the Inspector what his name was,he told me he was the Chinese Inspec= 
tor stationed at Albuquerque and that his name was Green and if 
there was an¥thine that he could do te assist me he would be glad 
to do 30,1 thanked him for his offer and he left the Jail. I came 
to the conclusion that the citv jail was not a safe place to leave 
the Chinese sc IT removed them to the county jail at 9-30 A.V. In 
the afternson I proposed to Mr.Donarshy that we go to the county jail 
and giwe the Chinese a kind of preliminary examination which we dad. 
After we got through with them I was sure we had the wrong Chinamen 
and I told Mr.Donaghy that we had better send a telegram to the El 
Paso office and explain matters the best we coud but Mr.Donaghy 
“said that it would be of no use to da so because he was sure that it 
would be absolutely necessary to have those Chinamen brought to Las 
Cruces in order to have the case in question complete,and also that 
the instructicn he had received was to have the Chinamen brought to 
Las Cruces on the next train,so I left the Chinamen stay in the 
county jail until an hour before tfain time. The train due to 
leave Albuquerque for Kl Paso at 12-20 A.N.,on the l2th inst.,was 
reported an hour late. I hired a hack (No street cars running) and 
went to the county jail,two miles from .the depot. At the jail I met 
a deputy U.S.Marshal who helped me to get the Chinese into the hack 
and came into the devot with me and saw me land them safe on the 
train. At 1-50 A.M.,our’train left Albuquerque. On the way down 
the porter tried on several different times te get in conversation 
with the two Chinese but on sceing that I watched them pretty close 
he passed on. A few minutes before the train pulled into Las Cruces 
he passed by the’ Chinese and said a few words to them which I did 
not understand. At 9 A.&.,the train arrived at Las:Cruces where the

I have to report that I left O83. for ul faso ,»exas,at 5 Aki, 
on the morning of December 3rd,1908,0n passenger train NOeL0 A.T.& 
DerehVe, railway ticket (compliments. of Gond.Maynora) arriving in 
ol Paso 11:10 Ai. procecded direct to the office of the Inspector 
in Charge for the purpose of reporting to you and informing you 
that I had come by the invitation of Cond. liaynord that he might 
take me around to the Hastern Grill and there mcet Mar Chew and 
one Colonel Lewis. That I was to meet him in front of the Wells 
rargo Co. kxpress COffice on San Antonio Street at 41. i. This 
I did and after waiting until 4:25 for ir. i. ywaynord we proceeded 
to the astern Grill entering .and went back to one of the booths. 
ir. Maynord sent one of the waiters to bring kw Chew, upon his 
‘arrival I was introduced to him wnen ion Liller came in. The 
four of us conversed, Cond. iiaynord told Lar,Chew that 1 was 
the inspector at san Larcial that had passed the pther seven 
Chinese-for him, also that I had lived in China also that I 
spoke the Chinese languuge/ that i was all right. iar Chew asked 
me where I lived when and where I had lived in China, if I had 
been there long. He (Mar Chew) said he was afraid to do anythig 
in the way of furnishing Chinese as he had had so much trpuble 
here of late. After talking for some little bit I made the 
remark that I did not know of :the trouble he was having and that 
I did not want to know, nor did I care to know when or where and 
by whom he received these Chinese from, that I was stationed at 
San Narcial and that if he wanted to do husiness and pass them 
through it would take fifty dollars per Chinese. Killer and 
Maynord both had a’say, Liller telling him how it was done, 
finally Nar Chew said that he would give them two Chinese on the 
the following trip up which would be leaving i:1 Paso December 4;

Respectfully referring to Bureau telegram of the 2nd 
instant, addressed direct to the Inspector in Charge at El 
Paso, inquiring whether or not the latter part of Inspec- 
tor Taylor's telegram means that no Customs officers have 
as yet been designated to break seals on bonded cars west 
of Hl Paso, in accordance with an understanding with the 
Treasury Department, of January last, I note that the In- 
spector in Charge, in replying to same, makes @ positive 


statement to the effect that no bonded cars are being in- 


spected west of El Paso.

In respect to the examination of bonded cars at Yuma, 


I would refer to my letter to the Bureau under date of Nov- 
ember 5Oth last, suggesting that the Bureau take the matter 
up with the Inspector inh Charge at San Diego with the view 
of determining whether or not the services of a Customs of- 
ficer at that point were necessery.

I have the honor to report that on July 2nd, District Judge 


Landis sentenced Robert W. Stevenson, W. H. Clark and John Helitzel 
to six months imprisonment in the Chicago House of Correction. 

These are the three white men who were indicted for cone 
spiracy in aiding and abetting the unlawful entry of Chinese from 
Mexico. These men pleaded guilty and testified during the trial 
for the Government. For this reason, the United States Attorney 
As satisfied that the sentence imposed is sufficient. 

The case against the Chinanan, Bob Leung, who was found 
gullty by the jury,has not been decided yet-as briefs asking for 
a new trial will be submitted to Judge Langis, Friday, July 9th.

I have this day wired you as follows: 


"Leung found guilty, Savedra and Parra not guilty 
but re-arrested to answer Hl Paso indictment. Am 
holding Johnson and Ming here to assist," 


I Have also wired United States Attorney Boynton . 
for a certified copy of the El Paso indictment against Parra 
and Savedra and have caused their arrest here to answer it. 

The case was set by Commissioner Foote for Friday, ten o'clock. 
lr am holding Ming and Johnson here both for this case and for 
the deportation cases pending under habeas corpus Cases here. 


The verdict of the jury finding Parra and Savedra 
not guilty can be reconciled only by the fact that they were 
not connected with personal knowledge of the bringing into 
the city of Chicago of the Chinese persons from Mexico. This 
leaves open the question of whether or not they are guilty of 
bringing Chinese persons'from Mexico into bl Paso. Fortunately 
in order that justive may not be defeated, the indictments are 
still pending in the El Paso district and I have already com- 
municated with United States Attorney Boynton offering him my 
co-operation yo bring about a conviction of Parra and Savedra 
there in Hl Paso, I assume that this will be his wish and 
that you will co-operate in this respect Certainly Parra 
and Savedra should not be allowed to escape, in view of the 
strong evidence against then. 


I trust that Mr. Johnson's absence here will not | 
unduly inconvenience you,’ It seems imperative that he be here 
until the Chinese deportation cases from Alamogordo are dispos- 
ed of, which I think will be within two or snares days.

I have no doubt the jury considered that the 


Mexicans were not sufficiently connected with the conspiracy

I feel confident of convicting them on the charge of aiding 
and abetting, as it is a clear case, in my judgment. 

This office is gratified at the outcome of the

Clark, pleaded guilty when arraigned. The defendant, Chin Yin 
Quai left Chicago a few days before he was to be arraigned and his 
‘pond of . $2,500.00 was forfeited. The defendant, Sam Wah, alias 
Leung Goon,left Chicago before the indictment was returned and we 
have been unable to learn anything as to his whereabouts. 

This indictment was reported to the Bureau in my letter of 
Mareh 18th, 1909, Wo. 8/18, and is largely the result of information 
fumished by Severxt Peedriaksen to whom a regard of $50.00 was-pa 
in accordance with Bureau letter of February 16th, 1909, Mo.

Memorandum for THE ACTING SECRETARY: 


The attached papers relate in particular to an embarrassing 
situation in which the officers at El Paso find themselves because 
of unforessen circumstances arising out of the case of one Fong Suey. 
This Chinaman was arrested and deported some time since and later re- 
turned’ to Juarez,Mexico, where he was met and recognized by one of 
the inspectors, He is of great intelligence, and finding himself re- 
cognized told the officer frankly that he had come back to Juarez 
for the purpose of being smugsled in, Out of this there grow up an 
arrangement under which Fong suey furnished the Immigration officers 
with considerable information of value regarding the operations of the 
smuczlers on ae reneeee side, and his willingness to do this was 
cultivated with good effect. The smugglers have now escertained that 
Fong Suey has been spying upon them and have run him put of Juarez 
and threaten to kill him if he returns. He took refuge in the immi- 
gration station at El Paso and is being cared for there, 


Fong Suey is not entitled to enter this country, and, of course, 
if arrested and taken before a United States Comnissioner would be 
promptly ordered deported as he has frankly told the officers that he 
has no claim of American birth or other claim to advance. He is so 
badly frightened that he would prefer to be deported rather than to go 
back into Mexico, 


ml I suggest, as the most equitable solution of the matter poss- 
ible, that in arranging for Fong Suey's deportetion the matter be handl- 
ed in. such a way as to avoid his incarceration in jail, he to be held

Personally I deeply sympathize with this 
Chinaman, as I am confident he has honestly and conscien- 
tiously endeavored to assist us in our work at El Paso, 


but through some-means the smuggling interests have dis-

In further reference to the subject of my letter 
of May 8th, No. 1589, I have to advise you that Fong Suey 
cam2 to this office on the.morning of the 10th instant and 
reported that it would be impossible for him to remain 
longer in Juarez, ‘lexico, that he had been foreed +o leave 
the town on Sunday previous and had spent the day at.a 
Chinese ranch somewhere in the nsighberhood of that city; 
that the resident Chinamen of Juarez seemed determined that 
he sheuld not remain in Juarez,and has instigated a systemat- 
ic persecution of him in various ways; that he was not allow- 
ed to stop at any Chinese place in that city, and if he ap- 
peared at the depot in Juarez, ne was immediately set upon by 
Chinese smugglers, who would knock his hat from his head and 
subject him to all manner of indignities, and had threatened 
to have him killed unless he left the city at orice. Since 
that time Fong Suey has remained at this office and is ” 
here at this time. neither the Chinamen of Juarez, Mexico, 
or Kl Paso are aware of his presence at this station, md it 
is understood that the. smugglers of El Paso are endeavoring 
to determine his present whereabouts. 


rong Suey has about thirty dollars Mexican money 

at the prese:t time; in addition to this, this office is 
“indebted to him in.the sum of fifteen dollars gold for the 
altered certificate of residence which was secured from.Mar 
Ghew, of Juarez, Mexico, through him (Fong Suey), the said 
certificate having been forwarded to you with my communica- 
tion of May 8th, of even number herewith. In reference to 
the second certificate, issued'in the name of Wah Kee, 
bearing a substituted photograph, also the work of Mar Shew, 
I have to advise vou that Fong Suey is indifferent concern- 
ing the same. te has no intention of returning to Mexico,

and appara tLy will be satisfied if he secures payment : 
for the certificate prepared for him personally by Mar Shew. 
tle states that the certificate issued in the name of Wah Kee 
is the property of a Chinese person residing somewhere 
near New York City; that the certificate was sent to Juarez, 
Mexico, to his friend with the understanding that the photo- 
graph should be removed and one of the friend attached, in 
order to enable the friend to use this certificate in gain- 
ing admission to this country.

a duplicate. 


At the present time Fong Suey is somewhat of 
a’ "white elephant" on the hands'‘of this office, we states 
that he will be satisfied with whatever disposition may be 
made of him; that if it is thought best, he is willing 
to be deported to China, but that under no circumstances 
can he afford to take the risk of returning to Mexico. 
I am free to confess my ees s.. at a loss to offer any suge 
gestion as to what might be a fair and appropriate disposi- 
tion of this. case. You of course understand that Fong Suey 
has furnished valuable information to this office since his 
return to Juarez from Hong Kong; that he has acted his part 
in good faiths that the discovery of his connection with this 
office is in nowise his fault; that if his statements are 
true, the information Was chen. out. by some one connected 
with. this Service to the Chinese smu geleFs” of" EI” Paso. It 
is’ feit that this erties ts. divestry” responsible’ for his un- 
fortunate predicament, and I certainly do not feel disposed 
to turn him adrift at this time without some effort being 
made to secure to hiu at least a reasonable degree of 
personal safety.

I also enclose certificate No, 50295 referred to in x 
the report to which certificate is attached a good likeness 
of Fong Suey, and for which he is supposed to have paid the 
sum of $15.00 Gold.

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Respectfully referring to previous correspQndene Gad 
reference to the attempt made by one Hiland D. Maynard, a 
conductor on the Santa Fe Railway, to bribe Inspector James

At the beginning of the spring term of the Federal 
court at Las Cruces, which convened on April oth, there was 
presented to the grand jury evidence secured through the 
efforts of the officers in this district concerning the 
operations of Maynard, Green, Miller and Mar Chew, with.

of contraband Chinese into the United States. At our sug-

These persons fought removal proceedings 
before the United States Commissioner at El Paso, who order- 


ed their removal, whereupon the case was presented to Judge 


Maxey, of the District Court for the Western District of 


Texas, who ordered the cases remanded to the Commissioner 


for the taking of additional testimony, on which that officer 


is still engaged. Tt is 5 generally understood that Fink Hi 
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‘fled to Mexico, and will forfeit his bond of $2,000, given 


to appear before the COmmissioner at El Paso in the removal 
proceedings, although at this time his case has not been 
.Called. 
Inspector Green Was arrested at Las Cruces shortly after 
the indictment was returned against him, as were, also Maynard 
and Miller, they having already appeared at that place in 
furtherance of their appearance bond. The three last named

defendants entered a plea of not guilty. 
The bribery case seninat Wiese jae Maynard wae Called 

before Judge Parker, of the United States District Court 

for the Third Judicial District of New Mexico. on April LOth.

if he desired to make a statement voluntarily, lt would be 
received, put that no promise of immunity would be extended 
him.

suspeczed of veing engaged in the Chinese smuggling wrsiness:

on Maynard's train. As a result of this further confes- 
sion, it is expected that other indictments will be found 


On conspiracy charges at the meeting of the grand jury next 


fall. After receiving the second confession from Miller, 


he changed his plea of not guilty to that of guilty, and the

court imposed a sentence in his case of eleven months in 
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Jail, and to pay the costs of his prosecution or remain in 
jail until same were paid. 

Miller's confession materially strengthens the case, 
particularly against Mar Chew, of El Paso,whom we are very 
anxious to convict, as it is believed he is one of the prime 
movers in the smuge@ling business at El Paso. 

The importance of the conviction in the Maynard case, 
in my judgment, cannot be over-estimated. It is certainly 
the result of a long and hard strugsle at El Paso between 
the officers of our service, in the interests of law and 
Order, as against, those who thrive and prosper from ruthless 
violations of the law, and I certainly believe this convic- 
tion will have a far-reaching effect in the way of deterring 
future offenders. The allied forces of the smugglers seemed 
to realize that the losing of the Maynard case meant the 
pegionine of the end, and the intentfon seemed to be to win 
by fair means if possible, by foul means if necessary. > 

I am informed that it was apparent that considerable 
"Chinese" money seemed to be circulating at Las Cruces, and 

his report became g0 strong that Judge Parker discharged 
the entire panel of jurymen, comprising the general venire, 
with the exception of'cne man, upon information received 


by him that some of them had been improperly approached. 


A new panel was drawn and kept under close surveillance.

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It: is stated that the Maynard bribery Case was one of the

Respectfully referring to the. case of Robert Wo 


Stephenson et al., indicted in Chicago on the charge of 


violating the Chinese Exclusion Act (Bureau File No.52212/2), 


it is thought that this office can cive the details of the 


proceedings in this district more satisfactorily than could 
the Inspector in Charge at Chicago, on account of the fact that 
removal proceedings in this case have been pending in this 


district for a period of about one month. 


It will be recalled that the Special Agents 

of the Department of Justice located at Chicago secured con- 
fessions from Yanner and Bees, as a result of which indictments 
were found in Chicago against three perscns in that city, 

whose name I do not have, also Robert W. Stephenson, Bob Leung, 
Jose Parra, Carlos Savedra, Jack Hetzel and W. H. Clark, all 

of El Paso. A special agent of the Chicago office visited El 
Paso in connection with these cases, and when the indictments 


were returned in Chicago, certified copies were furnished this 


No, 1296-C. 
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Special agent, and with the assistance of our office at El Paso, 
Hetzel and Clark were arrested in New México, while the other 
four persons named were arrested in El Paso. One of the 
Assistant United States Attornevs, Mr. Shirer, came to this 
district to assist in conducting removal proceedings. 

The cases of Clark and Hetzel, in New Mexico, were 
first called, and Clark admitted his identity and accepted an 
order of removal to Chicago, while in the case of Hetzel it 
was necessary to introduce additional evidence. The District 
Court sitting at Alamogordo ordered the removal of Clark and 
Hetzel to deka. but the attorneys representing the latter 
filed an application for a writ of ‘habeas corpus, which wan sub- 
sequently denied by the fouvt At Las Cruces, The attorneys | 


Claim they expect to appeal to the Supreme Court of the Terri-

This 
order made it necessary for the Government to practically try 
its case before the Commissioner, but at the conclusion of the, 
hearing the Commissioner found probable cause and certified the 
records to the District Court at Austin, at which place argument 
was presented under date of April 29th. The Court took the 
matter under advisement and on the Srd instant ordered the four 
persons who are now in custody at Hl Paso removed to Chicago 
for trial, holding that there was probable cause, that the 
defendants were identified, end that the court in the Northern 
District of Illinois had jurisdiction. ‘ 

The removal proceedings in these cases were most 


bitterly contested, and the attorneys representing Bob Leung 


applied for a writ of habeas corpus-from the decision of the 


District Court, which writ was denied on the 6th instant, and 


an appeal has been allowed to the Supreme Court of the United 
States . | | | 

— Tam informed by the District Attorney that Stephenson 
has not decided as yet whether he will appeal to the Supreme Court, 
though considering the matter, but he must determine the question 


very shortly. The two Mexicans will not appeal. 
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It will be recalled that Parra and Savedra were 
arrested in El Paso for aiding and abetting in the illegal entry 
of two Chinamen and that they were held to await the action of 
the Federal Grand Jury. While a nominal bond was exacted for 
their appearance in the smuggling case, which they could not 


give, and so far as T know they could not secure the services 


of an attorney, yet when they were brought into court upon removal 


proceedings, they were each represented by an attorney. It is 
quite evident that Bob Leung, the Chinaman, is the one person 
of the number above referred to who is-least desirous of going © 
to Chicago for trial, and it is believed that if he were not — 
involved, none of the others woula* have resisted removal in the 
first instance. , | 

The Assistant United States Attorney, of Chicago, who 
is now here, advises me that he expects to urge upon the District 
Attorney of Chicago the necessity for having these cases advanced 
on the Supreme Court Calendar, when thé same finally reach that 
court. I certainly hope he may be successful in the matter, and 
would urgently ask the Department to render any assistance possible 
in having the cases advanced, in order that the trials may be had 
in Chicago next fall. I firmly believe that when the cases are 
brought to trial, convictions will follow, as the evidence secured 


in that place through the confessions of Yanner and Bees is very 


strong, and much of it dovetails with evidence we had secured in 
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and about wl Paso, which, of course, has been supplied to.

there is enclosed herewith a copy of a letter translated by 
Interpreter Fung Mins, which was received by the Interpreter 
named from Fong Suey, of Torreon, Mexico, on the 27th ultimo. 

The Bureau is wholly familiar with the circumstances 
surroundins the case of the Chinese named, and will recall 
the necessity for his departure from Juarez, Mexico to the 
interior of the Republic. 

Having been treated with fairness and consideration by 
the officers of this Service at El Paso, he naturally feels 
grateful to them, anc has repeatedly demonstrated his grati- 
tude since soins to the interior of Mexico by furnishing 
information of more or less importance in letters addressed 
by him to the official interpreter at this Station. 

Having no motive for desiring to mislead the officers at

El Paso, such information as he has furnished from time to 


ex a 
time has been piven full credence, and in no instance has in-

formation given by him been found to be incorrect or unre- 
liable. The letter recently received from him, therefore, 
is of considerable interest, by reason of tne fact that it 


contains information that has already to some extent been 


verified. 

The Bureau's attention is called especially to the pen- 
ultimate paragraph of the letter referred to, in Which the 
writer states that several thousand men have been smuggled 
into the United States through Ensenada, anc that a great 

.many have gone there lately and are at the present time 
awaiting an opportunity to get into the United States. 

It will also be noted in said paragraph that Yee Fook 
Jung and Yee Sheck Wah have opened a place at that point for 
smuggzlins Chinese, The persons named have heretofore oper- 
ated exclusively from Juarez, Mexico and have been the most 
active and successful Chinese smugrelers on the Border during 
the past two years. The fact that they have opened a 
branch house at Ensenada wovld seem to tear out the infor- 
mation contained in the last paragraph of Fong Suey's letter, 
in which he states that he has heard that it is difficult to 
get new men into the United’ States by El Paso at the present 
time. This office is in position to endorse the latter state- 
ment, and feels no hesitancy in asserting most positively ‘that 
it is at the present time difficult for the smugrlers to suc- 


cessfully evade the officers at this Port, and, as ¢ result,

Sir: 


I hand you herewith my account as Special Assistant 
under your authorization of April 20, 1910 (CBS 145123-69), 
in the prosecution of the cases against Mar Chew et al in 
New Mexico. This prosecution was based on an indictment 
returned at the October term of court at Las Cruces, in the 
Third Judicial District of New Mexico, for conspiracy, in 
violation of Section 5440, R. 3., and included the following 
named defendants: Hiland D. Maynard, Mar Chew, George W. 
Scott, Yee Yit, Fred 0. Wiles, Tom Kate, alias Yee Ju Jung, 
Ira E. Kennedy, Colonel Lewis, John A. Osborne, Yee Gin, and 
We. Je Patterson. 


The defendant Maynard, as you may recall, was con- 
victed and sentenced to the penitentiary. The defendants 
George ¥. Scott, Fred 0. Wiles, John A. Osborne, W. J. Pat- | 
terson and Colonel Lewis are under bond to sppear on the first 
day of the next term of court (April 1911). The defendant 
Tom Kate, alias Yee Ju Jung, is in China. The defendant 
Yee Yit is in Juarez, Mexico, opposite Zl Paso, Texas. I 
have had a number of interviews with him, and he will return 
and testify against Mar Chew whenever we can bring Mar Chew 


to trial. Yee Gin, who fled to Mexico with Yee Yit, is now 
in Chihuahua, Mexico. ; 


My efforts to remove Mar Chew from the Western Dis- 
trict of Texas to this jurisdiction for trial have failed. 
Judge Maxey, of the Western District of Texas, who has twice 
refused to issue the warrant of removal, and who finally | 
directed the United States Commissioner to sit as a comnit- 
ting magistrate, holds that the evidence is not sufficient 
as to the question of jurisé@iction. On yesterday I finally 
completed the hearings before United States Commissioner 
Oliver at El Paso, Texas, and in view of what Judge Maxey 
has already held, he has released Mar Chew. However, Mar 
Chew is under bond to appear before the United States Court 
at El Paso, Texas, and for that reason I did not file an 
additional complaint charging him with the offence being 
committed in Texas, thinking that the present bond would per- 
haps hold him until the next grand jury convenes there. 


I would recommend that all these parties be indicted 
and prosecuted at El Paso, Texas, as there is no question as 
to the jurisdiction and as to the offences having been commit- 
ted in the Western District of Bexas. Judge Maxey has held 

in effect and substance, that the jurisdiction is in the 
Western District of Texas, and that the causes are triable 
there,,and as good jurors can be secuted at El Paso, I see no ~ 
reason why the causes should not be prosecuted there. 


Mar Chew is the wealthy Chinaman living at El Paso 
wio has been at the head of the operations of unlawfully 
bringing Chinese persons into the United States. Of course 
these prosccutions have cost him many thousands of dollars, 
and, in my judgment, have checked him in his operations. 


Next to Mar Chew in the smuggling of Chinese persons 
into the United States at El Paso, Texas, is Colonel Lewis, 
a conductor on the El Paso-Rock Island Railroad system, run- 
ning out of El Paso. As stated above, he is under bond to 
appear here at the next April term of court. I have serious 
doubts of convicting him in this jurisdiction, but believe he 
can be convicted if indicted at El -Paso, Texas. Colonel 
Lewis came to Las Cruces recently and gave bond for his appear- 
ance at the next term of court, sooner than longer resist 
removal from Texas. 


I have been engaged in these matters since the receipt 
of your letter of April 20th, last, and the time consumed is 
practically seven months. I have received the daily reports 
of Special Agent ,Geck sirce that time up to the present, and 
given him instructions from time to time. Aside from the 
appearance in court, looking up authorities, preparation of 
papers, examination of.witnesses, etc., it has been continuous 
employment from the time above mentioned. I was assisted by 
Mr. Engelking, Assistant Uniteé States Attorney, in the last 
hearings in El Paso, and on the 7th instant, he and myself went 
over the case very carefully amd he fully agrees with my views 
with reference to securing indictments at El Paso when the 
grand jury convenes there, and the case will be left in that 
situation unless you deem it best that a warrant be sworn out 
before the Unived States Commissioner in order that he give 
additional bail and have the hearing continued until the 
grand jury meets, and then let the case go direct to the 
grand jurye. I have the location of all witnesses and their 


promises that they will gppear at El Paso again when notified. 
This information I will turn over to Mr. Engelking. 


'I presume that this will terminate my connection 
with these cases, unless the United States Attorney wishes 
me to assist him in trying the case of Lewis et al here at 
the next term of court; but I believe that the indictment 
should be returned at El Baso, Texas, and kak Colonel Lewis 
and all the other defendants trisd there where there can be no 
question as to the jurisdiction.

I beg to report that in compliance with your verbal in 
structions, I proceeded to Vancouver, B.C.,to assist in the in- 
vestigation of the smuggling of Chinese into the United States 
by L. M. Hughes and others,whose plans had been divulged to you 
by one G. W. Edgar of Kirkland, Washington, 5 

On arrival in Vancouver on December 17th, I reported to 
the thanaster in Charge and conferred with him and adeeoter Ebey , 
who had just submitted a report of his work on the case, In view 
of the fact that inspector Ebey had talked with Hughes in regard 
to the proposition of smuggling Chinese ma had an appointment to 
again confer with him on the night of Decemb er 18th ,it was deosde 
ed that I should keep a close byt discreet observation of Rushes 
and his movements, and that an effort would be made to have infor- 
mer Edgar come from Seattle and obtain more definite information | 
from Hughes by personal interviews, Pending the expected arrival 
of Edgar, 1 visited,the section surrounding #°A2 Bernard Street, 
wnere Hughes resides, and learned that he had been working as a 
cobbler for the past two or three months in a Shop at #216 Keefer 
street, owned by a Mr. Culley, The omer of the shop stated that 


.Merrell Hughes worked for him about ell the time, except when 


Hughes would have a small job of hanging paper,and he also said 
that he would occasionally send Hughes out to buy second-Hand 


shoes. The statement as to Hughes! occupation is corroborated by 


the circunstantial evidence of inspector kbey having seen a paper- 
hengers bucket and vrushes and elso a number of pais of cld shoes 
in Hughes' room, 1 saw Hushes working in the shop on December 
18th and 19th; on Sunday, the 2Oth, he went to the Church of the 
returning 

Living God and/Was accompanied to his door by one of the negroes 
of the conrregetion, which was small and comprised almost entire- 
ly of negroes. On Zonday he was out buying up shoes and was busi- 
ly engaged repairing them on Tuesday and Wednesday ,December 22nd 
and eord. : 

in order tc show more clearly the character of the man and 
his associates I will describe in detail his movements for .two con- 
secutive days. On December 22nd he worked at his shoe bvench until 
6:20 p.m. ,arid on his way to his hovel he stopped at a "S-Cent Cof- 
fee House" and was in‘there about five minutes, then went home and 
partially changed his clothes. ‘Leaving at 7:20 he went to the 
"Church of the Livine God", but the hall being dark, he walked by 
the most prominent streets to the large office building at #413 
Granville Street, werit me two flichts of stairs,came down ‘eis. 
ately and then’ went to the Flack office building, went up two 
flights of stairs, stopped and listened, then came down and went 
to the "Gospel Meeting Hall",but finding no one there he went back 
to the Church of the Living God,stcpping a few minutes on the way 


to listen to a street preacher and also to the Salvation Arny.

His ow place of worship being still dark wid eteben de walked 

the streets until past 9 o-clock and then went home,efter stop- 
pine acain at a waffle ana coffee house, The only person he spoke 
to on the streets during the evening wes 9 penniless looking sail- 
or boy. On December 23rd Hughes. worked until 6 o-clock, stopped 

ht the same cheap resteurant on his way home, left there at 7 p.m. 
and walked rapidly to the Flack building listening on the stairs 
for a moment; he then went to the Great west Life Assurance Co's 


office where he joined the negro janitor end another negro, and 


the three went to the Cosocel ‘Meeting Hall and conversed with the 


negro jenitor- there for about five minutes; then Hughes and one 
of the negroes welked to the corner of Cordova,_and i/estminster 
Ave. where they telked for fifteen minutes, Hushes the walked up 
and dicwn on Westminster Avenue in an eihless way until about &:30; 
after soins into the restaurant arain, he went home, 

Huphes appears to be about 55 years ocld,and rather erratic 
in temperament as indiceted by his often suddenly facing about in 
his walks on the streets, The detectives at police headcuarters 
knew nothing of Hughes, The letter-carrier.on that route said he 
delivered a letter on December 17th from "the States" addréssed 
to one Merrell at $242 Bernard Street; he also stated that he had 
been on thet rqute six months and that was the first time he ree 
membered of leaving mail at that address for Merrell,which was a 
new name to him, No other letters came for either ferrell or 
Hughes to that address while I was in Vancouver, 

As informer kdger hrs not arrived on December e4th, it was. 


the opinion of Inspector in Charge Frentis and myself that condi-

tions did not require my remaining to continue further observae- 
tions of Hughes,so 1 departcd for my official ‘station. 

Frem the information acquired as to the character of 
L. N- Huches and his associates,and the manner Of his living, I 
can not think that he is receiving any gains from smuggling opera- 
tions of the magnitude mentioned by informer Edgar. I am also of 
the opinion that, while Hughes has not the ability to plam or suce- 
céssfully carry out a scheme involvins so much detail as the plan 


proposed in this psrticular case, he is such a party as could be 


used by others should they find it expedient to do so.

QUESTION 1,-- I am of opinion that the provisions 


of Rule 19, have, so far, operated advantageously to all 
concerned. One defect is noticeable, in that the certificates 
are only issued in duplicate; the original delivered to the 
applicent and the duplicate formavadad for the files of the 
PBureau. If a triplicate were provided for the files of the 
issuing office, that triplicate might be used to preclude 
the possibility of fraud. This office has taken the pre- 
caution of securing photograph, a discreption and signature 
in each case, which, in a large measure, answers the purpose 
of a triplioate. I think, ‘too, that if a certificate were. 
cane te provide for the, “protection of said Chinese person 
80 long as his status remains unchanged and he continues to

reside in the United States," so as to render a certificate

void and of no value to a person other than a domiciled member 
of an exempt class, coming to the United States, it would pre- 
clude the possibility, in a measure, of them being used in an 
atteies at fraudulent entry.

would be almost powerless in attempting to controvert a state-

In 
possession of a section 6 paper we would have the vise of 
our consuler representative and Know investigation had heen 
made by that official prior to the approval of such papers. 
QUESTION 2, -=- I am of opinion that, if it ehowle 
be the intention -to issue certificates of identity to all 
members of the exempt classes, irrespective of whether about 
to leave the United Stateb or not, it would not be in the 
interest of the best administration. It might be advantageous 
to the Chinese, but a Chinese member of an exempt class today 
may be a laborer tomorrow. The work pertaining to the issuance 
of certificates to all vould be very heavy. Domiciled members 
of the exempt classes do not need papers while in the United 
States, and they would only be necessary in the event of a

GUESTION 3, e=- The provisions of Rule 19 could be ~ 

-exterided ond made effective without iy considerable expense, 
if Chinese laborers were made acquainted with the fact that, 

on presenting themselves at an immigration office prior to 
leaving for China, they would be furnished a registered paper 
which would entitle them to return from China within one year, 
‘eerely upon proving that they were the rightful owners of the 
paper. these need be very little expense attached to this 7 
plan. The Chinese would willingly provide photographs, and I 
ain of opinion that, in a very short time, allowing say one 
‘year to register, a large majority of the Chinese laborers would 
heve availed themselves of an opportunity to visit China and 

at the same time be registered as legal residents of the United 
States. There would, of necessity, have to be some provision 
“made for registering Chinese laborers, who live away from 


Honolulu and in the remote parts of the islands, who did not

There has been no occasion, so far, to question the 


advisibility of rule 1$,'in so far as it pertains to members 


of the exempt classes admitted with section-6 papers, but in 
many instances holders of exempt-class certificates have re- 
turned to China to remain,. carrying with them their certi- 
ficates. Many of these persons enter the United States 
temporarily and with no interest in a certificate once they 
return to China. Whet disposition may be made of these certi- 


ficates of identity is difficult to conjecture, but there is

In reference to paragraph 1, it is my opinion that 
Rule 19 is satisfactory and has proved a distinct advantage 
both to the government and the Chinese. It places in the 
nands of the Chinese of ‘the exempt class, and of the Bureau, 
a more modern record and photograpn of the person to whom 
such certificate is issued, and when exhibited to a representa- 
tive of the government is a fairly safe guide as to the status 
of the holder, and assists materially in the investigation of 
such cases. ‘ : eS 


Pe In reference to paragraph 2, it is my opinion that 
the broadening of Rule 19, in such a way as to make it possible 
for Chinese(laborers, merchants and native-born) to obtain certi- 
ficates of identity, after proper investigation and surrender 
of former certificate of residence or such other credentials as 
they may possess, will not only prove advantageous to the Chi- 
nese but to the Bureau as well, and tend strongly to retard ir- 
regular and spurious cases; thus strengtnening the legitimate and 
legalized Chinese resident. 


In reply to paragraph 3,.it is my belief that in the 
broadening and placing in operation of Rule 19, at first the 
expense would necessarily be greater, but in the end would tend 
to materially decrease expenses of investigations, as the in- 
formation in possession of the Bureau and field offices would 
be more extensive and thorough, thus curtailing toa great 
decree investigations of irregular cases, ‘and aiding in deter- 
mining those that were regular or otherwise with greater prompt- 
ness. | 
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Tn submitting the above opinions, I am further of the 
f that the certificate of identity should be corrected in 
ne particular, and that is, said certificate should not only | 
ntain a line for the name, but a line for the family name, 
ad all other names by which the Chinaman may be known, such 
as single name, married name or American name. Chinese ar e, 
inclined to omit the family name and, as the Bureau is well aware, 
ssume or adopt: any name that may be useful or convenient, which 


absolutely means nothing. and has no direct bearing as to the iden- 
tity of the Chinese persoyg himself.

‘wands the follcwing’as hy views of the operation and possible proad- 
ening of Rule 19 Chinese Fules and Fegulations. : 

(1) tty observations of the operation of Rule 19 have been con- 
fined to the cases of Chinese traveling ,and claiming to be returning 
to their residence in this country after a visit to China. Prior to 
the issuance of these certificates of identity an officer was compelled 
to allow the Chinaman to proceed and notify the officer at the desti- 
narion (if there was an officer there) or else detain him until the 
alleged rort of entry could be communicated with. Either alternative 
might prove unsatisfactory and in my observation Rule 19 has operated 
advantageously to al] concerned. 

(2) .I do not believe that the rule should be broadened to cover 
cases of Chinese who have not departed from and returned to the United 
states ,for the Following, reasons; (a) It is the desire of the Bureau 
and of everyone acquainted with conditions,that a new registration act 
be passed. One obstacle to its passage ,T am informed,is the feeling of 
the Chinese Government that its subjects should not be discriminated 
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bie Now if merchants and "natives" be given a certificate(which 


would be in effect a certificate of residence) there would be no incen- 
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tive for this class of Chinese residents to urge their govemnment to 
withdraw its objections to a revistration act. It may be a guestion 
how much attention is paid by the Chinese government to the opinions 
and desires of its subjects here,but if there is any it would be to 
the rquests of its merchants and those who would apply. for a natives 
certificate. (b) The principal reason why Chinese desire the rule 
broadened is that they may have a paper to protect themselves from 
arrest when laboring. If the Chinaman is*'a merchant he would have no 
fear of arrest so long as he is engaged in or about a store(as no 
officer would arrest him then) but if he was found working in a laun- 
and | 

dry,an officer who found him believed(after giving him an examination) 
that an order of deportation coulc be obtained I think it would be more 
satisfactory,in the long run,to allow the cfficer to exercise his own 
judgement,instead of giving the Chinaman a paper that will help to de- 
cide the case against the government. While it is true,technically, 
that these certificates will not give the Chinamen any rights,and are 
not res adjudicata in a court proceding for deportation,yet in prace 
tice- it will be found to be almost impossible to obtain an order of 
deporsation where a certificate has been issued. 

(c) The above reasons hold in the case of alleged natives to a 


greater extent than. in the case of exempts. ‘There are so few genuine 


and so many fraudulent"natives" that as a rule the certificates will 


be asked for and granted to the fraudulent cases almost entirely. 


A Chinaman who in fact was born in the United States has mo more fear 
of arrest than has a native born of any othern race,and can easily show 


to any officer's satisfaction that he is a native,but it is the fraud~

perhars,being taken unawares by an Inspector and examined without any 
opportunity to tell anything put the truth. A Chinaman might almost 
compel an examining Inspector to issue him a certificate as a native 
if his application was made in a city where there are many Chinese 
and witnesses can be easily obtained,vhile if he was arrested awey from 
friends where courts lean towards the government he would be deported. 

An arresting officer should decide from his statements and appear=- 
ance whether a Chinaman should he arrsted and if he believes there is 
a good case for the government,I think he should not be handicapped 
by a certificate issued by some other officer under entirely different. 
circumstances. If the great majority of Chinese claiming nativity 
were in fact natives,the above would not apply but under existing con- 
ditions it would be better to allow officers to exercise their own 
_ judgement in making arrests and let this class of Chinese go without 


papers until a registration act is passed. If certificates under Rule 


19 are issued to"natives" these same Chinese will register as natives 


wren an act is passed whereas if given no papers now they are more 
likely to register simply as"laborers". I do not believe that Chinese 
vho now held court discharges would change them for Rule 19 certifi- 
cates,if they would the rule might well cover them. | 

As no Chinaman would go to the expense of a trip to China for the 
sake of obtaining a Rule 19 certificate there is no danger of the priv- 
ilege being abused as it now stands,but for the reasons given I believe 
there would be danger if it was broadened. 

(3) I think that the rule could be broadened without very much 
expense if the applicants were compelled te give ninety days notice 


of a hearing,so that these cases could be worked in with the routine 


work of the office. Rt might pe advisable to appoint two or three 
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officers ,one in each section of the country,to make a specialty of 
conducting these examinations,if after a.trial it is found that the 
work is wore than can be done by officers regularly assigned to the 
different districts, though I believe the temporary employment of a 


stenographer is all that would be required.

tions propounded, submit the following: 


(1) From my observation and experience, I feel that Rule 19 
has operated advantageously to all concerned, particularly in the cases 
of natives, for the reason that in these cases they have surrendered 
whatever documentary evidence they might have had showing birth in the 
United States, in a larse majority of cases being certificates issued by 
various Commissioners throughout the country, and been issued in lieu there- 
of this certificate of identity, which I do not believe is susceptible of 
fraud, and further a paper which is familiar to all officers, and which, 
of course, shows upon the face that the status of the holder has been pass- 
ed upon by this Department, and it is practically res adjudicata, although

I feel that it might just as well be extended tc any laborers who are at the - 
present time in the United States and who failed to secure certificates of 
residence, but who can show they were lawfully here at the time of registra- 
tion; and if this sugcestion is adopted, that the certificates be simply en-~ 
dorsed tc show that thev are lawful resid¢nts, irréspective of what occupa- 
tion they may follow. 
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(3) I do not believe any considerable expense would be incurred 
in breadening the rule, if the witnesses were required to appear before the 
office, and the work handled only at such times and in such quartity as would’ 
not interfere with the current work of the office. Where there was a 
store to be seen or further invéstigation out of town to be made, the case 
could he held in abeyance until an officer's presence was required in that 
vicinity in connection with other work. : ” 
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If it is finally decided to amend Rule 19, I-would suggest that 
it be made to read that the applicant furnish three photographs instead of

-The checking of the laundries 
has been done as rapidly as possible, with the object of reacning:‘all 
sucn places before tne Chinese in those yet to be visited become 
nervous over the procedure and nide out or leave the city. The 
work heretofore has been done without searching investigation, lest 
the Chinese in laundries yet to be visited, wnose status may be 
Questioned, take flight through fear of arrest. 


Tne foregoing is in explanation of tne failure of the inspector 
engaged in tne work to conduct tne examination as pointed out by 
the Bureau in its letter referred to.

In the case nited ctates v. Joe Dick (134 led., 988) 
the District Court, Hastern Rage coy of vénsylvania, specifically 
avoided airy discussion of the question = a Chinaman who had 
entered in 1se2 as the mane: son of a merchant and vho had been 
left in this countr > by his father, who see to China, and had 
become a laborer hore, "could heve acquired an indepondent status 
for himself- as 2 laborer durine his minority, if his father had 
recained in the United States and had none . on with his business." 
it was not necessary to determine that point as Joe Dick was 
ordered devorted as a laborer without the registration certificate; 
but the reasoning of the court is interesting and convincing and 
to a considerable extont mipports the soundness of the contention 
with ressect to the meaning of the Supreme Court's exception to 
the Law as above given. ~ 

The caso United States v. Yoo Guong fuen (191 Yed., 26), 
@ccordins to the facts and circunstances set forth in its finding 
by the Cireuit Court of Appeals, Sighth Circuit, is easily distinguish- 
able fran the one here under discussion becouse the Facts, as found, 
are so materiall+ differen’ from those believed to exist with remect 
to the apperently fraudulent entry and subsequent fraudulent enaze- 
ment in leborin: rursuite of the Chinese Chin “ee Cheung. All the 
court held in the Yee Juons :uen case was that a minor son who had 
come into the country in sood faith and whose father had attempted to 
establish him in business while the mincrity continued, in which 
business he was unsuccessful, and who, vondinge a new arrangeson} for 
his ongeasement iu an exempt pursuit, temporerlly worked for his 
board in a leundry, did not thereby forfeit his right to remain 
in the country by reagon of h Cua ationship to the father. 
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
